Dick army on the loose: Some squeamish types fear protuberances will perturb the kids, but most say that idea is 
just a half-cocked fallacy. 


S uddenly in the Castro, exposed dicks are all the rage. Or rather, 
they’re inciting rage, at least in some neighborhood denizens who 
take offense at brazen displays of male genitalia on promotional 
flyers and in gift-shop windows. 

Editorials have been written, denunciations made, demonstrations 
staged, complaints lodged with the police, town meetings called, children’s 
eyes covered, and letters of protest not only written, but taped to side¬ 
walks at virtually ever corner of the Castro commercial district. Someone 
even scrawled their opinion in huge chalk letters at intersections, just to 
make sure everybody got their message, which alleged and denounced 
censorship by certain parties. And the focus of all this uproar centers on 
men’s pride-and-joy - their pogo sticks; their pistons; their magic wands 
- as seen reflected archetypally in local advertisements and merchandis¬ 
ing displays. 

The problem is that while some entrepreneurs feel perfectly justified in 
using images or facsimiles of penises to boost sales, other folks find such 
representations not only distasteful, but downright rude, not to mention 

a threat to kids, whether 
their own or other peo¬ 
ple’s. Ordinarily ten¬ 
sions over the public 
displays of sexuality so 
common in the Castro tend to simmer down quickly, if they erupt at all. 
But this time around, the kettle has been boiling over. 

The question is, why this particular hubbub, and why now? Is it all a 
big to-do over nothing? A naked attempt by merchants to garner public¬ 
ity and reap rewards at the cash register? The latest wave of Puritanism 
sweeping through the queer community? Or is it, perhaps, a long overdue 
debate over freedom of expression versus a presumed right to live, shop, 
and raise kids (or not) in a pornography-free environment? 


Forum on AIDS groups' 
accountability Tuesday

C ommunity groups and people 
living with HIV/AIDS are 
holding a public forum this 
Tuesday, October 28, to discuss stan¬ 
dards for accountability and access to 
nonprofit AIDS service organizations 
(ASOs).

SF AIDS cases, deaths 


continue to

T he numbers of new AIDS cases and deaths in 
San Francisco have declined sharply in 1997, 
continuing a five-year trend. According to the 
Department of Public Health (DPH) AIDS Office’s 
quarterly surveillance report, 489 AIDS cases were 
diagnosed through the first nine months of this 
year, and 248 AIDS-related deaths were reported.

By contrast, during 1992, when the epidemic 
peaked in the city, there were 3,187 AIDS cases di¬ 
agnosed and 1,819 deaths, the report shows. 

The latest DPH report lists cumulative totals for 
AIDS cases and deaths from July 1981 to September 
30. Locally, there have been 24,682 cases and 16,900 
deaths. In California, the cumulative figures for the 
same time period are listed as 103,056 cumulative 
cases and 65,744 deaths. Nationally, cumulative fig-

The fracas began in mid-September when promoters of a club, Sexball, 
distributed posters and flyers around the Castro, including one that got 
displayed in the window of A Different Light Bookstore. That promotion 
featured the image of porn-star and author Aiden Shaw, posing au natural 
and stunningly erect, atop a pile of stuffed animals. Soon the bookstore’s 
employees were barraged by calls from locals, most of whom identified 
themselves as gay, expressing outrage over the poster, deeming it inde¬ 
cent, worried that it might traumatize children, and demanding it be 
taken down or covered up immediately. 

In an effort to mollify its critics, but at the same time make a humor¬ 
ous point about censorship, the bookstore placed a Flintstone’s Band-Aid 
over Shaw’s offending member. The store’s management also supported 
a demonstration on the sidewalk in front of the display window, orga¬ 
nized by a group of concerned citizens (some would call them agitators) 
favoring the store’s freedom to display poster-boy Shaw’s penis in all its 
glory. 

“It boggles my mind,” says A Different Light assistant manager Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca, “that queers in the Castro, in 1997, would use the same 
exact arguments about sexual images in our windows as the right wing 
uses against any portrayal of us.” 

Asked if he felt kids should be shielded from blatant sexual images in 
public, Mecca replied no, that children should see sexual images: “There’s 
nothing wrong with sex, with naked bodies. There’s nothing wrong with 
dicks, whether they’re hard or soft. There’s nothing wrong with vaginas, 
breasts, anything. It’s a natural, normal part of human life and biology. 

The whole matter might have died down quickly but for an October 9

Attempted murder 
trial shocker: 

Freeman doesn’t show 


Chuck Haines objected to 
Collins’s motion for continuance 
and asked the court for a full 
hearing on the medical evidence 
related to Freeman’s health status. 

“I’m not in a position to say 
one way or the other that he’s too 
ill to stand trial,” he said. “I don’t 
know. It may be that he is too ill 
to stand trial, but I won’t accept 
just a letter from a doctor saying 
that he’s too ill to come to court.” 

Amphetamine problem 

Freeman’s prosecution on the 
charges has been repeatedly de¬ 
layed since his arrest in July 1994 
for the attempted murder of 
Mario Mondelli. After initially 
being arrested for stabbing Mon¬ 
delli more than 20 times with a 
camping ax and knife, Freeman 
claimed he acted in self-defense. 
Charges remained unfilled in the 
case for months after the attack 
while Mondelli was unconscious 
and on life-support systems for 
almost three months at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. 


Following Mondelli’s recovery 
from the attack that nearly killed 
him and left him suffering per¬ 
manent injuries, it took two years 
for the case to reach a preliminary 
hearing stage. 

Mondelli testified at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing last October that 
he first met Freeman while he was 
an inpatient psychiatric patient at 
San Francisco General Hospital in 
February 1994. 

Mondelli had sought assis¬ 
tance from the facility because he 
was suffering from acute depres¬ 
sion and battling a methampheta- 
mine drug abuse problem. He tes¬ 
tified that Freeman had initiated 
a sexual relationship with him, 
prescribed and shared ampheta¬ 
mine-like drugs with him, and 
later tried to kill him because 
Freeman allegedly feared his 
criminal activity would be ex¬ 
posed. 

A civil lawsuit filed by Mon¬ 
delli against UCSF was later set¬ 
tled out of court for an undis¬ 
closed sum. V

D ean Freeman, MD, a gay psy¬ 
chiatrist charged with the 
1994 attempted murder of a 
patient he is also accused of sexu¬ 
ally exploiting, failed to show up 
for trial in San Francisco Superior 
Court on Monday, October 20. 

Superior Court Judge Anne 
Bouliane ordered Freeman, a for¬ 
mer San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital inpatient psychiatrist and 
one-time assistant clinical profes¬ 
sor of psychiatry at the University 
of California, San Francisco, to 
appear in. Department 22 on 
Tuesday, October 28. 

Bouliane revoked Freeman’s 
$75,000 bail and issued - but then 
stayed - a bench warrant for his 
arrest, pending his appearance on 
the 28th. 

At that hearing, Freeman will 
be required to provide the court 
with documentation about his 
health, after criminal defense at¬ 
torney Jim Collins made a motion 
to continue the case because his 
client was too ill to travel to San 
Francisco from Southern Califor¬ 
nia for the trial. 

Freeman, 38, allegedly suffers 
from an HIV-related condition.

A lameda police have made 
four arrests in the case of a 
j Molotov cocktail that was 
thrown at the home of gay Latino 
resident Ben Felix last month. 
Four juveniles, all teenage boys 
who attend St. Joseph’s High 
School in Alameda, were taken 
into custody on Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 15 and arrested on one 
count each of possession and 
manufacturing of a firebomb. 

The four boys were released 
into the custody of their parents 
and are to appear in Alameda 
County Juvenile Court. Their 
names were not released. No one 
was injured in the incident last 
month; the Molotov cocktail was 
apparently defective and did not 


explode, but did burst on Felix’s 
front lawn, burning some of it. 

According to OOTI spokes¬ 
woman Christine Allen, the four 
teenagers have admitted to mak¬ 
ing a firebomb; they said they 
dropped it accidentally putside 
Felix’s East Alameda home Sep¬ 
tember 21. The youths also told 
police they were not targeting 
Felix at all, much less because he is 
gay. OOTI members find this im¬ 
plausible because Felix had a four 
foot rainbow flag hanging on his 
porch at the time and his home 
had been egged the week before 
the Molotov cocktail incident. The 
following week, someone drove by 
and shouted, “Faggot.” 

Lieutenant Rich McWilliams, 
with the Alameda Police Depart¬ 
ment, said that according to their 
interviews with the youths, two of 


whom are 16 and two of whom 
are 17, the Molotov cocktail and 
slur were actually directed at a 
friend who lived across the street 
from Felix, and that all the inci¬ 
dents have nothing to do with 
Felix. 

Initially, police told Felix the 
case was being investigated as a 
hate crime; that has now been 
dropped. A police spokesman said 
the boys had no prior knowledge 
that a gay man was living inside 
the house. OOTI members dis¬ 
agreed with that decision. 

“OOTI questions why police 
investigators repeatedly told us 
and the media that no propellant 
existed in the bottle thrown at 
Felix’s home, when after the ar¬ 
rests were made, police admitted 
that the bottle was filled with

The fall dance will be held in a 
location that provides special at¬ 
traction for lovers of architecture, 
the old Alameda Theatre on the 
east end of the island. The event 
will be held in the lobby space of 
the old theater, with tables and 
chairs above in the mezzanine sec¬ 
tion. The location is wheelchair 
accessible, something past dances 
have not been, organizers noted. 

Music will be provided by 
Andre White of A.W. Productions 
in Sunnyvale. White is well- 
known in the Bay Area and has 
provided entertainment for cor¬ 
porate and community events. 


There will be a mix of music suit¬ 
ed to the eclectic tastes of the 
community. Refreshments will be 
sold and prizes will be raffled off, 
as well as OOTI’s popular 50/50 
cash raffle.

or one group of local physi¬ 
cians, securing people’s 
1 health means treating more 
than body and mind. It means ad¬ 
vocating tirelessly for the rights 
and well-being for all gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender people. 
Since 1977, that has been the mis¬ 
sion of Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights (BAPHR). At its 
20th Annual Dinner last Friday, 
October 17 at the Coconut Grove, 
the venerable organization hon¬ 
ored two local physicians for their 
outstanding record of service to 
the queer community. In addi¬ 
tion, the winners of some 
$145,000 in BAPHR Foundation 
grants were announced. 

One of the two guest honorees 
at the dinner was David R. Kessler, 
MD, the first elected president of 
BAPHR. Since coming out as gay 
in 1978, while serving on the fac¬ 
ulty of the UCSF School of Medi¬ 
cine, Dr. Kessler has dedicated 
much of his career to improving 
the lives of queer people. 

In addition to practicing psy¬ 
chiatry, Kessler formed the first 
Gay Studies program at Langley 
Porter Neuropsychiatric Institute 
at UCSF, served as president of 
the Caucus of Gay and Lesbian 
Psychiatrists (1980-82), funded a 
visiting lectureship at the Center 
for Lesbian and Gay Studies at the 
Graduate School of the City Uni¬ 
versity of New York (1990-91), 
and served on the boards of both

White House, when Bush was 
president and her father was on 
the Cabinet. 

A highlight of the dinner was 
the announcement of those re¬ 
ceiving grants from the BAPHR 
Foundation. Among them were 
the Larkin Street Youth Center, 
which will receive $15,000 for its 
new Center for Teenagers with 
HIV [See story, facing page], and 
the San Francisco 

Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual/Transgen- 
der Community Center, which 
will receive $50,000. The latter is 
a community-oriented facility 
being designed to help strengthen 
the health, identity, and sense of 
purpose of all queer people. 

The other awardees were the 
Lesbian/Gay Senior Services Col¬ 
lective; the Alzheimer’s Associa¬ 
tion, to fund a support group for 
lesbian and gay caregivers; AIDS 
Project of the East Bay; LYRIC; 
Fremont’s youth group “The 
Edge”; Sam Jose’s ARIS; Dolores 
Street Community Services; Spec¬ 
trum Center in San Anselmo; and 
the Rainbow Community Center 
in Lafayette. 

When it first started in 1977,- 
according to BAPHR President 
Charles Meltzer, MD, his organi¬ 
zation did across-the-board refer¬ 
ral service and community educa¬ 
tion, and had a scientific advisory 
committee. With the advent of the 
AIDS crisis, he told the B.A.R., 
BAPHR took a lead role in pro¬ 
viding educational, preventive, 
and direct patient services to help 
combat the threat. Now, with 
other groups addressing those is¬ 
sues, BAPHR’s mission has be¬ 
come much more focused, con¬ 
centrating on foundation grant¬ 
making, fighting homophobia 
within the medical establishment, 
and looking after the communi¬ 
ty’s general health and well-being. 

Meltzier noted that BAPHR is 
the only physician group that 
signed onto a lawsuit in support 
of medical marijuana legalization 
when that issue came up earlier 
this year: “Obviously we’re not as 
activist as ACT UP and other 
groups,” he said, “but we try to do 
what we can in our way.” ▼

Also honored by BAPHR was 
Dee Mosbacher, MD, PhD, who 
has distinguished herself in the 
fight against homophobia on all 
levels, and in medicine in particu¬ 
lar. Along with practicing psychi¬ 
atry, Dr. Mosbacher produces and 
directs films, including one nom¬ 
inated for an Academy Award, 
Straight from the Heart, a break¬ 
through film looking at homo¬ 
phobia and families dealing with 
homosexuality. Her other award¬ 
winning film credits include All 
God’s Children and Out for a 
Change: Addressing Homophobia 
in Women’s Sports. 

Mosbacher is founder and 
president of Woman Vision, a 
nonprofit educational media pro¬ 
duction company, and she has 
produced Women’s Music con¬ 
certs around the country. She has 
served on the boards of many or¬ 
ganizations, including Lyon-Mar- 
tin Women’s Health Services, and 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, among others.

nti-gay hate crime charges 
and the charge of assault 
. with a deadly weapon have 
been dismissed against four Fair- 
field youths charged in a June Gay 
Pride Day incident because of a 
lack of evidence.

1 w he nation’s first residential 
care facility for homeless 
youth disabled by AIDS 
opened in San Francisco Wednes¬ 
day, October 15, when Larkin 
Street Youth Center (LSYC) added 
a 12-bed licensed Assisted Care 
and Aftercare Facility to its exist¬ 
ing programs. 

LSYC is regarded as a leader in 
providing HIV/AIDS services to 
homeless youth living with the 
disease. The new Assisted Care 
and Aftercare Facility is the result 
of two years of intensive planning 
by the agency’s board of directors, 
staff, and youth participating in 
the center’s acclaimed and long¬ 
standing aftercare program. In re¬ 
ality, however, the new facility is 
part of LSYC’s nearly 10-year his¬ 
tory of expanding HIV programs 
and services in the city. 

The agency started out operat¬ 
ing as a drop-in center in 1984, 
and today reaches over 3,000 
homeless and runaway youth 
through more than a dozen pro¬ 
grams operating from six sites 
throughout the city. LSYC’s annu¬ 
al budget for L995-96 was $3.8 
million. Of that, $2.8 million came 
from local, state, and federal 
funds, with the remaining $1 mil¬ 
lion coming from private sources. 

“We are extremely proud that 
the doors are about to open on 


this national prototype,” said Anne 
Stanton, LSYC’s executive director. 
“For the first time, there will be a 
facility dedicated to meeting the 
needs of homeless youth living 
with and disabled by AIDS, both 
through a model residential facil¬ 
ity and our ongoing aftercare pro¬ 
gram, providing a complete range 
of services and support to what is 
currently the highest-risk popula¬ 
tion in this epidemic.” 

The facility houses a fully li¬ 
censed 12-bed residential care fa¬ 
cility for the chronically ill, pro¬ 
viding assisted living and long¬ 
term care for youth ages 18-23 
who are disabled, require special 
assistance, and who are unable to 
care for themselves. The treatment 
philosophy will resemble the ther¬ 
apeutic community model by pro¬ 
viding strong peer, support, struc¬ 
tured activities, on-site 24-hour 
supervision, crisis intervention, 
counseling, and medical services 
in the least restrictive setting con¬ 
sistent with clients’ needs. 

Each unit has a private bathroom 
and limited food-preparation areas 
to foster privacy and independence. 
These units share a larger commu¬ 
nal living area and recreation room 
with kitchen and dining facilities 
and case management offices. The 
assisted care facility is open 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week; plans call 
for a multitude of support services 
to be offered on site. 

In addition to the residential 


care aspect, the facility will house 
LSYC’s aftercare program, serving 
as the locus for the community- 
based delivery system for more 
than 100 youth annually. Home¬ 
less youth who are HIV-positive 
will now have access to a continu¬ 
um of care and services that will 
help to extend their lives, improve 
and maintain a higher quality of 
life, and offer them opportunities 
to be productive and reach their 
individual potential as members 
of a supported community. 

Stanton noted that among 
HIV-positive homeless youth, the 
disease is advancing rapidly. Less 
than three years ago, 15 percent of 
Larkin Street’s HIV-positive 
clients were diagnosed with 
symptomatic HIV or AIDS. 
Today, that percentage has dou¬ 
bled, calling for rapid changes in 
response to this progression. 

LSYC’s new facility was made 
possible, in part, with major sup¬ 
port from the San Francisco Rede¬ 
velopment Agency, the Mayor’s 
Office of Community Develop¬ 
ment, the Hedco Foundation, and 
leading private support. The com¬ 
pletely renovated art-deco style 
building was designed by Davis 8c 
Joyce Associates of Berkeley and 
development consultants from 
Asian Neighborhood Design. ▼ 
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his week the San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor who is best known for being the 
II lone “straight white guy” came out - 
no, not that way - in support of a special li¬ 
cense plate that would help to raise money 
for AIDS research. As Cynthia Laird reports 
on page 21, the idea of such a plate was 
hatched by a gay man in his twenties, Jason 
Hinson, but it is Supervisor Gavin Newsom 
who is pushing to make it happen. 

Good for both of them. And it’s good for 
the rest of us, too. 

The difference between this and a lot of 
the red ribbon crap that has been foisted 
upon the world in the name of AIDS aware¬ 
ness is that a sizable chunk of the money 
will go to AIDS research. And although sta¬ 
tistics show that AIDS morbidity is down, 
we still need research as much as ever be¬ 
fore (perhaps more, to head off the in¬ 
evitable crash of many people with HIV 
who are - for the moment - enjoying the ef¬ 
fects of combination therapy). 

There are literally hundreds of areas of 
AIDS research that have not been ade¬ 
quately explored yet - arguably, every area 
of AIDS research, in fact - and although we 
have no idea specifically where the new 
funds would go, we do have suggestions. 

It is long past time to research the effects 
of reinfection. The question of what hap¬ 
pens when an HIV-positive person is ex¬ 
posed to another’s HIV has been on every 
gay person’s mind since it was first estab¬ 
lished that the problem was viral. Now that 
the debate over “bareback sex” (where do 
people come up with these terms?) has 
reached a deafening level, it is time to stop 
the guessing game and find out if reinfec¬ 
tion is a health concern. If so, those who 
now scream about PWAs having unprotect¬ 
ed sex together will be armed with facts, in¬ 
stead of what sounds suspiciously like plain 
old sex-negativity. If, on the other hand, it is 
established that reinfection isn’t a problem, 
it is time to let people with HIV subtract 
one thing from the list of things they have to 
worry about. 

It is also long past time to study anti¬ 


viral lubricants. This is a pet peeve we’ve 
mentioned before, of course, but a recent 
conference in Philadelphia on microbicides 
(as they’re called) has reminded us of the 
benefits they could have. It is some¬ 
what surprising that various lube 
manufacturers aren’t tdiling over 
their beakers night and day for 
an effective anti-HIV grease, con¬ 
sidering the enormous profits 
that are sure to follow the intro¬ 
duction of such a substance. Still, 
based upon the FDA’s past reticence to 
approve anything having to do 
with anal sex, it might not be 
so surprising after all. Why 
spend the money on the re¬ 
search and development if gov¬ 
ernment officials will kill the project just be¬ 
cause they don’t like the idea of people 
putting things inside their butts? 

In the absence of American entrepre¬ 
neurship taking the lead on microbicides, 
some of the research facilities around 


America - with any luck, one or two here in 
the Bay Area - should be encouraged to 
pursue the project. And it is important that 
research not be limited to vaginal use; anal 
sex has its own characteristics that require 
separate testing for effectiveness and 
safety. 

It would be wonderful if those 
fields of study could be subsidized by 
buying a license plate, and if the peo¬ 
ple of California made it a success. Of 
all the advances in life-saving equip¬ 
ment added to cars in the last few 
years, who could have dreamed 
a license plate could provide 
the best protection? 

Unfortunately, State Sena¬ 
tor Quentin Kopp stands in the 
middle of this new path to progress. We 
suggest he move out of the way before he 
gets run over.

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| % i ecent reports suggesting a high (53%) 
“failure” rate on protease inhibitor 
% therapy are neither an occasion for 
panic nor denial. One on hand, an increas¬ 
ing level of drug failure over time is not un¬ 
expected. It is the nature of HIV disease to 
resist the drugs used to treat it, and no drug 
has yet completely overcome this problem. 
But just as earlier reports made protease in¬ 
hibitors sound like a cure and invited excess 
optimism, the new reports invite undue 
pessimism. While a 53% “failure” rate in¬ 
deed sounds alarming, it clearly lacks con¬ 
text. At the very least, it lacks the context 
that other physicians, in other settings, are 
claiming far lower “failure” rates. 

We’ve known from the beginning that 
the current drug cocktails are no cure and 
that they work better in people just begin¬ 
ning treatment than those who have been 
on therapy for many years. We’ve also 
known that the current drugs present diffi¬ 
cult challenges of adherence and toxicity 
and that significant deviation from the pre¬ 
scribed program contributes to hastened 
drug resistance and failure. No one should 
be surprised these factors are having an im¬ 
pact over time. In fact, no one should be 
surprised to learn that today’s drugs may 
fail for everyone, eventually. But not neces¬ 
sarily today, and necessarily before better 
ones take their place. 

Despite these limitations, it remains a 
hard fact that the combination therapies 
have reduced the death and disease rates 
dramatically, as virtually any hospital or 
medical practice can confirm. By any stan¬ 
dard, they are superior to anything that has 
come before, even if they are incapable of 
saving everyone. 

As part of the context, we need to look 


at what’s meant by “failure.” The recent 
studies define “failure” simply as the ap¬ 
pearance or reappearance of detectable lev¬ 
els of virus. It doesn’t even mean that viral 
load or CD4+ cell levels have returned to 
pre-treatment levels. A person starting with 
500,000 copies of virus who saw this drop 
to “undetectable” levels, and later saw it re¬ 
turn to 1,000 copies of virus would be con¬ 
sidered a “failure.” This is a very narrow de¬ 
finition of “failure,” linked only to the cur¬ 
rent holy grail of AIDS treatment, the 
achievement of “undetectable” levels of 
virus. Authors of the most publicized 
recent study were quick to point 
that their patients continued to do 
very well clinically, despite “failure.” 

A drug’s effect of viral load is 
considered a reasonably proven 
measure of treatment success be¬ 
cause it has repeatedly 
been shown to predict 
improvements in survival 
and progression to AIDS. 

But there is no correspond¬ 
ing data about the clinical or survival effects 
of some return to measurable viral load 
when treatment “fails.” What happens after 
protease inhibitor failure is an unknown 
phenomenon in many ways. Many scientists 
believe that the virus is so altered by the 
mutations it acquires to escape the drugs 
that it is fundamentally different from the 
pre-treatment virus, and perhaps less de¬ 
structive to the immune system. 

For those presently doing well, there is 
little need for panic. In clinical trials, there 
is strong evidence of a sustained, 70-80% 
success rate, with virus levels “undetectable” 
and holding strong at up to two years after 
start of therapy. The fact that people out¬ 
side of clinical trials may experience lower 
success rates only emphasizes the critical 
importance of careful adherence and the 
need for new drugs that are safer and easier 


to use. 

But we must also have a realistic view. 
No treatment yet known is likely to last for 
a normal lifetime. How far any generation 
of drugs will get us is anybody’s guess, but 
today, we are finally measuring success in 
years rather than months. 

For those already experiencing drug fail¬ 
ure, the recent reports are hardly news. The 
new definition of “failure” does not imply 
imminent clinical failure or return to the 
way things were before the new drugs came 
along. Some degrees of “failure” might have 
little consequence or be modest enough 
that they can be overcome by a quick 
change to more aggressive thera- 
py. There are also several potent 
* new drugs coming, some of 

which might be useful despite 
current resistance. These in¬ 
clude Sustiva (a powerful 
non-nucleoside RT in¬ 
hibitor), 141 (a new pro¬ 
tease inhibitor), T-20 (a 
fusion inhibitor), integrase 
inhibitors, zinc-finger inhibitors, etc. Some 
research is also re-emphasizing the poten¬ 
tial of hydroxyurea. And then there’s also 
the whole field of immune-based therapies 
to look to. 

Perhaps most importantly, the new dis¬ 
cussion of the treatment “failure” serves to 
encourage a more realistic view of the status 
of AIDS treatment and research. It is nei¬ 
ther as gloomy as a few isolated statistics 
about treatment failure might suggest, nor 
as cheerful and rosy as implied by the main¬ 
stream media reports that surfaced earlier 
this year. Fighting AIDS is still a relentless 
battle, one that requires new and better 
therapies, accelerated research on a vaccine, 
and a firm, long-term commitment to the 
principles of prevention, including an out¬ 
right rejection of “bare-backing” and other 
glamorizations of unsafe sex. ▼

In 1994 Leal sup¬ 
ported district elections, and then voted against 
putting it on the ballot in 1996. She first backed a plan 
to bring Caltrain downtown, then voted against it. 
She supported the sellout settlement to TCI. And she 
waffled on Supervisor Ammiano’s legislation to re¬ 
quire the registration of political consultants at City 
Hall, first voting for it, then supporting the 
mayor’s veto. And while Leal has a good 
record voting on some of our issues, she 
also has a history of being pro-business, 
pro-developer, and pro-landlord. 

That’s why I’m supporting Joel Ven- 
tresca for Treasurer. He has a long 
record of community activism, he was 
a renter for 17 years, he’s gone to the 
mat with PG&E, and he’s consistently 
shown an interest in progressive causes. The Bay Area 
Reporter's smarmy accusations about his integrity 
ring hollow in the face of Leal’s record. 

I know who I trust.

Prop H: the wrong remedy 

I share the frustration of Proposition H propo¬ 
nents about the Central Freeway dilemma. But frus¬ 
tration with the status quo is no reason to support 
Proposition H - the most costly, disruptive, imprac¬ 
tical, and time-consuming of all possible alternatives. 
With a price tag of at least $53,000,000 - not allowing 
for likely cost overruns - retrofitting the Central Free¬ 
way is the most expensive option under considera¬ 
tion. Since FEMA funds for repair of roads damaged 
by the Loma Prieta quake are virtually exhausted, 
Proposition H would require diversion of funds in¬ 
tended for other public transportation priorities, in¬ 
cluding Muni, BART, and Caltrain. Moreover, retro¬ 
fit of the Central Freeway would simply recreate an 
inefficient traffic pattern on a seismically obsolete 
structure that served the city poorly long before the 
1989 quake. Unlike the alternatives featuring an Em- 
barcadero-style surface roadway along Octavia St., 
Proposition H would result in persistent congestion 
and concentration of traffic in the Fell/Oak corridor. 
And Proposition H pits one San Francisco neighbor¬ 
hood against the next, rather than seeking a compro¬ 
mise solution, and is certain to result in costly litiga¬ 
tion and further delays. Proposition H won’t solve the 
Central Freeway dilemma; more likely, it will delay 
any possible resolution well into the next millenni-

I’ve heard it said: “Careful. Don’t wish too hard, 
’cause you might get it.” Proponents of Proposition 
H, the Central Freeway retrofit proposal on the No¬ 
vember 4th ballot, might heed this warning. Sup¬ 
porters of the initiative want an end to delays in traf¬ 
fic as well as in the Central Freeway replacement 
process. However, Proposition H, if passed, would do 
nothing to speed things up. In fact it would add to the 
delays.

Proposition H won’t give us traffic relief, either. 
Instead, it would return gridlock to the Laguna/Fell 
Street intersection where southbound Gough Street, 
westbound Fell Street, eastbound Oak Street, and 
northbound Franklin Street traffic would all con¬ 
verge. Other replacement options which move and 
disperse traffic more efficiently have already received 
environmental review and are ready to go. 

We all want traffic relief and a speedy replacement 
of the Central Freeway. That’s why I’m voting no on 
Proposition H.

The real costs of renovation

As a long-time San Franciscan with great respect 
for our Victorian architectural heritage, I understand 
the feelings of those who disagree with the board’s de¬ 
cision. But the community has given a clear message 
to the board about the kind of Center it wants and 
needs, and it is the board’s mission and purpose to 
make those dreams come true. The real costs (up to

We need this Center - our community is splin¬ 
tered and, for many, hard to access. We have to think 
forward, and we have to think big. Given the limited 
public resources being made available - and the gen¬ 
erosity of hundreds of individual donors, the board 
must be accountable to its mission - to design and 
plan a building that will serve us in all of our diversi¬ 
ty for many years to come. All buildings have history, 
and it is sad that the Victorian comes at too high a 
price to save, but we have an incredible opportunity 
to make our own history at 1800 Market, and I am 
confident we shall succeed. 

This is 
too important a project to let be sidetracked.

Coletti coverage no better than tabloid 

I write in response to B.A.R.’s October 2,1997 ar¬ 
ticle about Jerry Coletti. I am Mr. Coletti’s lawyer. The 
article purports to be an account of my client’s guilty 
plea to charges of fraudulent tax returns. In a past ca¬ 
reer, I once supervised a high school newspaper. The 
dismayingly low quality and accuracy of Dennis 
Conkin’s article would shame even the budding high 
school journalists I supervised. 

For one, the article featured comments about the 
case from the prosecutor, AUSA Nandor Vadas, and 
the codefendant’s lawyer, Nanci Clarence. Yet Mr. Co¬ 
letti was the central subject, or better, target, of the 
article. Dennis Conkin never contacted Mr. Coletti or 
me to hear our side of things. This is shoddy practice. 

Second, after blasting out in the headline that Jerry 
faces 15 years, Conkin offhandedly notes in the 
penultimate paragraph that Jerry likely will receive 
between 10 and 16 months. The tabloids do it no bet¬ 
ter. If Conkin had contacted me, he would have found 
out and been able to accurately report that the U.S. 
Government has agreed to recommend a 10-month 
sentence. At Jerry’s sentencing, both sides, the gov¬ 
ernment and the defense, will tell the Court that 10 
months, not 15 years, is the appropriate sentence. 

Third, the notion that Audrey Joseph was com¬ 
pletely innocent and “duped” unwittingly into mis¬ 
conduct by Jerry defies credulity. Had Conkin both¬ 
ered to investigate, he would not peddle such non¬ 
sense. The fact that Joseph pleaded guilty to a federal 
felony charge should have led him to some further in¬ 
quiry. But Mr. Coletti prefers to leave that between 
Ms. Joseph and a higher court. He has taken respon¬ 
sibility for his misconduct. In fairness, your newspa¬ 
per should take responsibility for violation of basic 
journalistic standards.

11 , hile Washington is abuzz 
these days over campaign 
i finance reform, “soft” 
money, the White House tapes, 
etc,, the economy of the country 
is at a near zenith, and the voters 
apparently don’t give a damn 
about Sen. Fred Thompson’s 
hearings or how (or where) Bill 
Clinton and Al Gore raised those 
millions for the 1996 campaign.

This 
magazine has become a pioneer in 
its community by taking its show 
to the digital domain. Chiron Ris¬ 
ing is created for mature gay males 
and their admirers. The site even 
includes a few nudes! The bi¬ 
monthly mag offers essays, pho¬ 
tos, fiction and more, with a sam¬ 
pling featured on the Web site.

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Youngest Winans sing song of deep hate

; n their new album, Bold, 

|| Angie and Debbie Winans, 
the youngest sisters in the 
Winans family gospel dynasty, 
sing a song of prejudice against 
lesbians and gay men, all in the 
name of religion. In the new sin¬ 
gle from their album, entitled “It’s 
Not Natural,” the sisters sing: 

“I was chilling on the couch 
one night/Looking at my screen 
TV/There were people celebrating 
and/congratulating the new addi¬ 
tion to the Gay Community 
(Ellen]/I was vexed in the spir¬ 
it/And began to write this song/It 
may be cold, but let the truth be 
told 

“It’s not natural/No, that’s not 
the way it goes/It’s not 
natural/just because it’s popular, 
doesn’t mean it’s cool/It’s not nat¬ 
ural/No, that’s not the way God 
planned/It’s time for the world to 
understand.” 

While Angie and Debbie 
maintain that they “aren’t bashing 
gays, they’re bashing homosexu¬ 
ality,” they fail to understand that 
songs like these are used to justify 
not only discrimination, but ha¬ 
tred and violence. By working 
with two so-called “ex-gay” 
churches that claim to “change” 
lesbians and gay men into hetero¬ 
sexual, “It’s Not Natural” becomes 
an insidious piece in a larger 
movement supported by the sis¬ 
ters, a movement which uses reli¬ 
gion as a platform for bigotry, de¬ 
valuing lesbians and gay men and 
attacking tolerant people every¬ 


where. 

When GLAAD first discovered 
the song, it made contact with the 
Winans’ sisters’ representative, 
and a meeting was set up between 
Angie and Debbie and represen¬ 
tatives from the Unity Fellowship 
Church, the National Black Les¬ 
bian & Gay Leadership Forum, 
GLAAD, and Equal Partners In 
Faith. GLAAD and other fair- 
minded organizations envisioned 
the meeting as an opportunity to 
foster dialogue with the sisters, 
hopefully educating them about 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the Winans backed out 
at the last minute. A meeting in 
the South during their tour has 
been discussed, but phone calls to 
their representatives have gone 
unreturned since the cancellation 
of the meeting.

Free speech expert 
questions Supreme Court 

According to Todd Gitlin, a 
professor of journalism at New 
York University writing in the Oc¬ 
tober 14 Newsday, the U.S. 
Supreme Court made a bad deci¬ 
sion recently by letting stand a 
Washington State ruling denying 
a lesbian journalist the right to 
advocate for gay civil rights in her 
off hours. In 1990, Sandra Nelson, 
an education reporter for the 
Tacoma, Washington News Tri¬ 
bune, was demoted to copy editor 
by management after she cam¬ 
paigned for civil rights for les¬ 
bians and gay men off-hours. 
After continued difficulty, she 
filed suit against the newspaper 
under state anti-discrimination 
law. 

In early 1997, the state high 
court ruled “in a very peculiar 
decision,” according to Gitlin, 
“that the state’s employment 
practices act did not apply to her 
- because, the majority argued, 
guaranteeing her the right to the 
political activity she chooses 
would infringe upon the newspa¬ 
per’s right to conduct itself free 
of government regulation. In 
other words, the freedom of the 
press belongs to those who own 
one.” 

Please commend Gitlin and 
Newsday for a clear-headed ex¬ 
amination of First Amendment 
rights, and articulating the need 
for the rights of all representa¬ 
tives of the media to free expres¬ 
sion, regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion.

IMMUNITY NEWS

' ' eceptive anal sex, politically 
speaking, is a pain in the 
ll m butt. It’s a sexual activity that 
many straight men consider de¬ 
grading, and they often mentally 
transfer that degradation to people 
who engage in it. For many years, 
the medical profession shared this 
point of view: doctors listed the 
mental and moral shortcomings of 
the “congenital invert,” and point¬ 
ed out the damaging effects of 
“sodomy” on the structure of the 
anus and rectum. The habitual 
“passive homosexual,” it was 
claimed, had a funnel-shaped 
anus, made so by frequent pene¬ 
tration. His anal mucosa was lac¬ 
erated and his anal sphincters were 
no longer functional, so that he 
was typically incontinent of feces. 

In the early days of the gay- 
rights movements, gay leaders 
tended to downplay the preva¬ 
lence of anal sex among gay men. 
“According to the statements of all 
experts on the matter, anal sex 
takes place relatively seldom in 
same-sex intercourse,” states the 
famous petition to the German 
Reichstag, written in 1897 by Ger¬ 
man gay-rights pioneer Magnus 
Hirschfeld. Later,' as gay men be¬ 
came more assertive, anal sex was 
gradually acknowledged more 
openly: the book The Joy of Gay 
Sex , published in the late 1970s, 
celebrated it as the central act of 
sex between men. And the med¬ 
ical and psychological professions 
became much more accepting of 
the practice. 

AIDS changed that. “Micro¬ 
scopic tears,” caused by anal pen¬ 
etration, supposedly allowed HIV 
to gain access to the bloodstream. 
It didn’t matter that no such tears 
(caused by consensual penile-anal 
sex) have ever been documented. 
It didn’t matter that another 
mechanism for the virus to cross 
the rectal mucosa has been docu¬ 
mented. (It is carried across by a 
class of immune cell called 
macrophages). Whatever the 
facts, anal sex had become patho¬ 
logical again. 

A British study, published as 
recently as 1993, typified this atti¬ 
tude. According to a team of doc¬ 
tors at London’s Westminster 
Hospital, gay men who frequent¬ 
ly engage in receptive anal sex 
have a significant reduction in 
anal resting pressure (that is, the 
anus is not held so tightly closed 
by its sphincter muscles), com¬ 
pared with straight men who do 
not engage in such sex. And, ac¬ 
cording to the study, the men who 
practiced receptive anal sex were 
more likely to report anal inconti¬ 
nence. Thus the researchers con¬ 
cluded that frequent anal sex had 
damaged the men’s sphincter 
muscles, rendering them unable 
to retain the bowel contents in a 
normal fashion. 

In 1997, the American Journal 
of Gastroenterology published the 
results of a new and more careful 
study by a team at the University 
of Pittsburgh, led by Andrew 
Chun. They repeated the mea¬ 
surements of anal resting pressure, 
in two groups of men who did and 
did not engage in anal receptive 
sex. Just as the British researchers 
had reported, the men who did 
engage in receptive sex had lower 
pressures. However, Chun’s group 
then went on to directly visualize 
the sphincter muscles, using ultra¬ 
sound techniques. They found 
that none of the men in the study 
had any damage to the sphincters. 
This result was particularly strik¬ 
ing, because damage to the anal 


sphincters is commonly seen in 
other circumstances, such as in 
women who have recently been 
through the stresses of childbirth. 
Why then were lower anal resting 
pressures measured in the men 
who engaged in receptive sex? 
Simply because, according to 
Chun, these men 
knew not to “fight” 
the measuring instru¬ 
ments when they were insert¬ 
ed into the anus. 

In the Pittsburgh study, 
none of the men, whether they 
engaged in anal recep¬ 
tive sex or not, report¬ 
ed any fecal inconti¬ 
nence. Why the differ¬ 
ence between the two 
studies? Is the British 
butthole less robust than its 
American counterpart? Not so. In 
the British study, “incontinence” 
was defined vaguely: it even in¬ 
cluded the passage of flatus - fart¬ 
ing, in common parlance. In 
Britain, apparently, this is still 
considered pathological! Another 
possible reason for the difference 
is that the majority of the British 
subjects who engaged in receptive 


anal sex, but none of the U.S. 
group, were HIV positive. Thus, it 
is possible that some of the British 
subjects had experienced episodes 
of diarrhea connected with their 
HIV status, and that incontinence 
occurred during those episodes. 
One of the ways people 
“pathologize” anal 
sex is by portray¬ 
ing it as some¬ 
thing unique to gay men. 
That’s nonsense, of course. Ac¬ 
cording to a 1991 study by Bruce 
Voeller, more than 10 percent of 
American heterosexual 
couples engage in the 
practice with some reg¬ 
ularity. In all probabil¬ 
ity, everyone is given 
the ability to enjoy anal 
receptive sex, but only some peo¬ 
ple make use of their gift. 

So go to it, sodomites! But do 
me a favor, will you, and keep 
using those condoms. ▼

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Dance-a-thon disaster 

Mobilization Against AIDS 
severs ties with producer, SFAF

I I he 1997 AIDS dance-a-thon 
held last spring was a finan- 
ff cial disaster that raised only 
$215,000 for local AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, causing Mobilization 
Against AIDS (MAA), the non¬ 
profit agency that sponsors the 
event, to respond as it retools the 
event for next year by severing ties 
with event producer Miller Ze- 
ichik and Associates (MZA) and 
dropping the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation as its fiscal agent. 

Donna Rae Palmer, MAA’s 
openly lesbian executive director, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
she’s “very distressed” with this 
year’s dance-a-thon; her agency 
depends on revenue generated 
from the event and doesn’t know 
how MAA will recoup that 
money. “It has affected the budget 
substantially and is putting us in 
a difficult position. We are in the 
process of dealing with the dance- 
a-thon differently,” Palmer said. 

MAA is perhaps best known 
for its annual International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial held every 
May; however, it’s the dance-a- 
thon that accounts for the single 
largest source of revenue for the 
organization. The independent 
auditors’ report for the 1995 and 
1996 events shows dance-a-thon 
brought in $190,000 just for MAA 
in 1995 and $200,000 for the or¬ 
ganization in 1996. Palmer said 
those two years were the most 
successful; she’s at a loss to explain 
what went wrong this year. 

The independent audit reports 


over $1 million was raised at both 
the 1995 and 1996 events; after 
expenses, $550,000 was distrib¬ 
uted to MAA, SFAF, and other 
groups in 1996; $525,000 was dis¬ 
tributed in 1995. 

Of the $215,000 raised this 
year, about 15 percent will go to 
the SFAF, which has served as the 
event’s fiscal agent; $75,000 will be 
disbursed to various community 
AIDS groups, as has been done in 
previous years. Palmer said she has 
no idea how MAA will recoup the 
money it would have received had 
the dance-a-thon been a success. 
Only 3,160 people attended the 
March 9 dance-a-thon; last year 
there were over 5,000 participants. 

“It’s affected the budget sub¬ 
stantially and is putting us in a dif¬ 
ficult position. We are in the process 
of trying to deal with the dance-a- 
thon differently,” said Palmer. “The 
dance-a-thon didn’t do poorly any¬ 
where else this year. I don’t think we 
got our bang for the buck.” 

She has been unsuccessful in 
being able to talk with Craig Miller 
of MZA, to find out why the event 
made so little money. Dance-a- 
thons are also held in several other 
cities, including Los Angeles. 

“The 1997 dance-a-thon did 
not do well at all. The entire net 
was $215,000. I’m very dis¬ 
tressed,” Palmer said, adding that 
the producer fee paid to Miller 
was $20,000 less than in 1996. 
Palmer said that Miller received a 
$90,000 fee in 1996, and that was 
reduced to $70,000 this year. 

MAA’s total annual budget hov¬ 
ers around $336,499, according to 
the agency’s 1996 federal 990 


forms. Palmer said her annual 
salary, which is set by the organiza¬ 
tion’s volunteer board of directors, 
is between $40,000 and $50,000. 
MAA has two full-time staff mem¬ 
bers and 2 part-time employees. 

One of the things Palmer has 
done is change the tax-exempt sta¬ 
tus of MAA, so that it will soon 
become a 501 (c)(3) organization, 
which will enable the group to 
apply for different types of fund¬ 


ing; donations will also be tax-ex¬ 
empt. Palmer also explained that 
plans are being worked on for next 
year’s dance-a-thon, scheduled for 
sometime in April, and it will be 
much different. For one thing, 
there will be no large fee paid to 
MZA to produce the event. MZA 
also produces the AIDS Walk 
events held in San Francisco and 
in several other cities. 

MAA has also had meetings

Bermudez claims 'extensive fiscal 
experience' at MAA in ballot 
statement, but denies it to B.A.R.

T reasurer candidate Lucrecia Bermtidez says in 
her ballot statement that she has “extensive 
fiscal and administrative experience as a 
board member of Mobilization Against AIDS,” but 
when asked about specific duties she performs as 
MAA’s treasurer, Bermudez said she reviews the 
agency’s budget and recommends approval of bud¬ 
get revisions that take place as many as three times 
per year. She does not make any individual deci¬ 
sions regarding the organization, she told the BA.R. 

MAA has announced a major overhaul of its an¬ 
nual dance-a-thon fundraiser in the wake of a dra¬ 
matic drop in money raised at this year’s event. 
MAA’s annual budget in 1996 was reported at 
$336,499 .[See story, this page.] 

“We’re a collective group and we make decisions 
collectively regarding things,” Bermddez told the 
BA.R. “The way decisions go with financial affairs 


and community needs have been decided by all of 
us together. I review the budget and recommend 
its approval.” 

Donna Rae Palmer, MAA’s executive director, 
actually handles all financial aspects of the organi¬ 
zation, she told the B.A.R. in an interview last 
month. Palmer did say the treasurer also reviews fi¬ 
nancial statements. Bermudez has served as MAA’s 
treasurer since mid-1996; the board is all-volun¬ 
teer. 

Bermudez, a Latina lesbian and immigrant 
rights activist, said she did not mean to imply that 
the “extensive fiscal and administrative experience” 
she references in her ballot statement applies ex¬ 
clusively to MAA. “I am talking about several 
groups. I don’t say exclusive experience with MAA. 
My experience has nothing to do with MAA, nec¬ 
essarily. MAA is just one example,” said Bermudez. 

The city treasurer is responsible for overseeing 
a $2.5 billion investment portfolio and overseeing 
the tax collector’s office. ▼

Leal named 
child advocate 
of the year

|p upervisor Susan Leal, a Lati¬ 
na lesbian, was named the 
| W Child Advocate Supervisor 
of the Year by Coleman Advocates 
for Children and Youth, a major 
child advocacy group in San 
Francisco. Leal received the dis¬ 
tinction in a “report card” on the 
Board of Supervisors that Cole¬ 
man Advocates released this 
month; the nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion cited Leal’s work as chair of 
the Finance Committee during 
the 1997-98 budget process, 
where she was instrumental in 
finding over $10 million in gener¬ 
al fund money and reallocating it. 
Almost $5 million of that was new 
dollars for kids in the city. 

Margaret Brodkin, executive 
director of Coleman Advocates 
for the past 19 years, said Leal’s ef¬ 
forts were crucial. “It certainly was 
the single most important public 
policy effort made this year on be¬ 
half of the city’s children. She was 
very intent on identifying major 
unmet needs in the mayor’s bud¬ 
get and finding money.” 

Leal, who’s running for city 
treasurer, said funding children’s 
services was the right thing to do. 
“You can’t say, ‘Go to work, get off 
welfare’ and not offer child care,” 
Leal told the B.A.R. “This was an 
issue where I didn’t take the 
mayor’s budget on faith. I chal¬ 


lenged it and said this is a need, 
like with AIDS housing money, 
and condom distribution.” 

Brodkin said gays and lesbians 
have consistently supported fund¬ 
ing children’s services. “Whatever 
the stereotypes are about gays and 
lesbians not being concerned 
about their own children, the 
city’s children, and children’s is¬ 
sues, they are wrong. I have found 
in San Francisco, the best friends 
have been the gay and lesbian 
community, which has always 
been there for school bonds, and 
protection for families.” 

The $10.5 million in “surplus” 
departmental funds was shifted to 
over 40 city services. Joe Wilson, 
associate director at Coleman Ad¬ 
vocates, said that $1.65 million of 
the money approved by the board 
went to vital services such as fam¬ 
ily home day care financial assis¬ 
tance and child care financial as¬ 
sistance. Under those programs, 
parents can receive partial or full 
subsidies for their child care. An¬ 
other $677,418 was earmarked for 
the latch-key afterschool program 
operated through the Recreation 
and Parks Department. 

The city’s other queer supervi¬ 
sors were also praised by Coleman 
Advocates; the report card men¬ 
tioned Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
has been a consistent friend of 
children, and Supervisor Leslie 
Katz’s work on behalf of queer 
youth was mentioned. ▼ 


Ventresca was not 
' financial manager' 
at previous job

V reasurer candidate Joel Ven¬ 
tresca apparently has a his¬ 
tory of inflating his job ti¬ 
tles; in addition to his not being a 
budget and policy analyst at San 
Francisco International Airport 
(SFO), the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned he was not a financial 
manager when he worked at the 
Children’s Council of San Fran¬ 
cisco in the mid-1980s. Ventresca’s 
campaign literature, ballot state¬ 
ment, and resume indicate he was 
a financial manager at the chil¬ 
dren’s council. 

While personnel records for 
Ventresca are no longer available, 
Everett Kraai, who is currently the 
financial manager and personnel 
director at the children’s council, 
said he worked there during 1984- 
1986, with Ventresca. At that time, 


the agency had an outside certi¬ 
fied public accountant (CPA) who 
performed financial tasks. Kraai 
said he also performed financial 
tasks, such as the monthly ac¬ 
counting. 

Regarding Ventresca’s job du¬ 
ties, Kraai told the B.A.R ., “He 
wrote checks and did mid-level 
clerical tasks. He was not a finan¬ 
cial manager.” 

Ventresca could not be reached 
for comments at press time, but it 
appears that in at least two in¬ 
stances, he has inflated his job ti¬ 
tles in an attempt to persuade vot¬ 
ers that he has a background in fi¬ 
nancial management. 

Ventresca has stated that he 
believes he works in the capacity 
of a budget and policy analyst at 
SFO and has done budget-related 
work in the nearly 11 years he has 
worked there as a management 
assistant. T

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Committee ponders 
how to afford Pride

' aced with a current debt of 

r “$ 110 , 000 , the executive di- 
rector of the committee 
that produces the annual San 
Francisco Pride Day Parade says 
the non-profit group must cut 
costs. 

Among other debts, the group 
owes a $44,000 revolving line of 
credit to Wells Fargo Bank, plus 
nearly $20,000 to the city’s De¬ 
partment of Parking and Traffic, 
and could still be billed as much 
as $10,000 by the Department of 
Public Works for clean-up costs 
associated with the event. 

Also included in the list of 
creditors are nearly 20 communi¬ 
ty groups such as Bears of San 
Francisco, Alameda County 
Leather Corps, and other groups 
that staffed beverage outlets at the 
celebration. The groups will re¬ 
ceive aft estimated $900 each as 
part of their share of the profits 
from beverage sales. 

The primary beneficiary of 
Pride Day beverage sales was the 
committee itself, through its con¬ 
troversial relationship with Best 
Beverages - a non-gay for-profit 
company that handled about 80 
percent of beverage sales for the 
annual post-parade celebration. 

The committee received 
$70,000 - or half - of those sepa¬ 
rate beverage sales profits. Best 
Beverages received the remainder. 

“In order to balance the books 
and retire the debt in a single pa¬ 
rade cycle we need to, in a nut¬ 
shell, cut expenses by $125,000 
and increase income by 
$200,000,” Teddy Witherington, 
the first executive director of the 
San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual and Transgender Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee, said in a re¬ 
cent finance report. 

Witherington’s proposal has 
already been approved by the 
group’s board of directors. It pro¬ 
poses controls that require expen¬ 
ditures to be approved by the 
head of the subcommittee re¬ 
sponsible for the budget area, by 
the committee’s chief financial of¬ 
ficer, and by Witherington. All 
checks issued by the group will re¬ 
quire two signatures, and any dis¬ 
putes about proposed expendi¬ 
tures will be resolved by a major¬ 
ity vote of the finance committee 
of the board.

While Witherington told the 
f Bay Area Reporter that creditors 
• are satisfied with debt payment 
arrangements, he said future ex¬ 
penditures “must be fueled by 
proper resource strategy” or the 
group will “end up chasing its 
tail” in a vicious cycle of using in¬ 
come from one year’s event to pay 
off a previous year’s debt. 

Some of last year’s parade 
weekend and celebration-related 
debt expenses included an esti¬ 
mated $9,000 for hotel rooms 
during the weekend, from the 
Hotel Milano, to the Holiday Inn, 
to lodge speakers and entertainers 
who traveled to the event, accord¬ 
ing to Committee President 
Debra Oakley-Melvin. Event Pro¬ 
duction Services was paid 
$122,000 for production-related 
costs; $9,330 went to temporary 
staff - including $1,300 paid to 
one worker for a total of 60 hours’ 
?work. Most of the remainder of 
the temporary staff hired received 
> $13 an hour for their labor. 

Yearly expenses also included 
$1,000 for Oakley-Melvin’s per¬ 
sonal April 14-July 14, 1997 
phone bill. 

Oakley-Melvin told the Bay 
Area Reporter the bill was submit¬ 
ted because her phone was previ¬ 
ously cut off because of parade- 
related calls, and that she now has 
a separate parade line and uses a 
pager. 

The committee has a list of 


calls on the bill that were not pa¬ 
rade-related, for whicdi she is re¬ 
sponsible, she said. 

Pink Saturday...maybe 

In addition to working to in¬ 
crease potential revenue streams 
and corporate sponsorship of the 
annual event, the committee may 
decide not to be involved in the 
production of Pink Saturday, “be¬ 
cause it was not very well sup¬ 
ported” last year. 

The event, which is not really 
part of .the “cere” parade and cele¬ 
bration, drew minimal crowds, 
Witherington said. Undertaken 
last fear as community service, 
Pink Saturday’s fate will be the sub¬ 
ject of a November 5 open meeting 
at the Harvey Milk Academy. 

The theme of the 1998 parade 
- and its route - are not yet deter¬ 
mined, Witherington said. The 
annual event will be held on the 
fourth Sunday in June 1998 in¬ 
stead of the Sunday before, be¬ 
cause of a conflict with a previ¬ 
ously-scheduled event. T

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily 
doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 
90 because of treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous 

a occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were 
at the lowest dose. 


In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors 
occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the esti¬ 
mated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gesta¬ 
tion day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovu¬ 
dine exposures approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase in incidence of vaginal 
tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other oraan in either gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcino¬ 
genicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1,000 mg/kg nonpregnant 
body weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, 
and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose level or zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone 
marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK W mouse lymphoma assay and dastogenic in a cyto¬ 
genetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK* mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transformation assay, dastogenic in a cytogenetic assay 
using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult 
dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and develop¬ 
ment to weaning of the offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, had no effect on 
fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies with lamivudine and zidovudine have been per¬ 
formed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose 
(based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those 
produced by the usual adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose. Studies in 
pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta.

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenic¬ 
ity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg 
per day and rabbits given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one-half of the daily dose) 
in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recom¬ 
mended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3,000 mg/kg per day (veiy near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3,683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times 
peak human plasma concentrations.

fired across the bow of free-ex- 
pression barely a week later. 

Toward mid-October, mer¬ 
chants up and down Castro 
Street’s commercial strip received 
a polite letter from Sande Leigh, 
principal of the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy, a grade school 
located in the heart of the Castro 
neighborhood. Leigh announced 
that she wanted to bring a troop 
of some 230 students to the street, 
where they would parade in Hal¬ 
loween costumes for about a half 
hour. She also requested the mer¬ 
chants’ cooperation in welcoming 
the kids with banners and candy. 
The whole event would be festive, 
she promised. 

Alas, Leigh made what she 
now recognizes as a tactical error 
in her letter. She suggested that 
banners hung across store win¬ 
dows during the kiddy parade 
“would eliminate any possible in¬ 
appropriate window displays 
from distracting from the focus 
on children.” 

That statement set off alarm 
bells within one Castro Street gift 
shop, Does Your Father Know? 

“Quite frankly,” says the store’s 
manager, Jeff Ward, “we’re the 


only store on the street that could 
be deemed to have objectionable 
material.” 

Of concern to Ward, and pre¬ 
sumably to Leigh as well, was how 
children might react to the store’s 
front-window display of Ken 
look-alike dolls sporting oversize 
dicks and positioned in poses that 
would make a porn star blush - 
most likely with joy. 

With Halloween looming, and 
especially with the holiday gift¬ 
buying season just over the ridge, 
the store’s racy dolls draw much 
attention from window shoppers, 
and prove entertaining even to 
some who find them in bad taste. 

“I think it [the display] is dis¬ 
tasteful,” said one passerby on a 
Saturday afternoon, a man from 
Alameda, “although I get a kick 
out of it. I worry about some 
tourists, especially maybe some 
straight people walking by.” 

“I find it pretty distasteful,” 
said a woman visiting from Lon¬ 
don. However, she added, “I think 
young children would cope with 
it very well, possibly, depending 
on how it’s explained to them.” 

Her husband took the point a 
step farther: “I don’t think you 
can live your life on the basis of 
what young children might see or 
not. Kids have to learn to live with 
life. There’s all sorts of nasty 


things happening which they see. 
Life can’t be directed to making it 
pleasant and antiseptic for young 
children. On the other hand, from 
an adult point of view, it doesn’t 
offend me enormously, I just find 
it rather unpleasant.” 

“It’s a little much with the 
wenises [sic] hanging out and 
stuff,” said an East Bay resident. “I 
wouldn’t like my daughter to look 
at it.” His daughter is 11, he said, 
adding that he also has a 14-year- 
old son. 

But should the display be cov¬ 
ered up for half an hour while the 
local ldds parade through? 

“Nah,” the man shook his 
head, dismissing the controversy, 
“not here.” 

‘This is Castro Street.’ 

A few people uttered com¬ 
ments similar to that of local res¬ 
ident Elizabeth Scott, who said 
that while the display “doesn’t 
bother me personally, I do think 
it’s bad for kids. Not because it’s 
gay, just because it’s nudity and 
pornography in general.” 

But most people interviewed 
in front of Does Your Father 
Know? emphatically defended the 
stores right to display the risque 
dolls. 

Window shopper Daniel 
Chesir expressed what seems to be 


the predominant sentiment about 
the display: “It’s very appropriate 
to be here. This is Castro Street. 
What kids should be offended by 
is their parents’ attempt to make 
it seem as if it were something 
dirty or something bad. If the par¬ 
ents really believe the child would 
be harmed by it, then they have a 
duty not to bring the child into 
the Castro. But those kids go to 
school in the Castro; I don’t think 
anything fazes them or surprises 
them.” 

Soon after she distributed her 
letter to Castro Street merchants, 
principal Leigh received a visit 
from a neighborhood man claim¬ 
ing to represent the Castro com¬ 
munity. He never identified him¬ 
self by name, but told Leigh he 
had heard she had asked mer¬ 
chants to cover their windows for 
Halloween. She replied that was¬ 
n’t the case, that she only wanted 
merchants to welcome the kids 
with banners for half an hour one 
afternoon. 

Suddenly, Leigh says, the man 
started lambasting her: “He said 
that censorship is half an hour 
today, 24 hours next week - then 
when are you going to ask the 
community to go away? I said 
never, that we’re part of the com¬ 
munity, that we’ve been building 
this school as a community cen¬ 


ter, that we want to build a posi¬ 
tive relationship. And he said: 
‘You’re a traitor to the communi¬ 
ty, and we’re going to make you 
pay for it.’” 

Later the manager of Does 
Your Father Know? told Leigh he 
had decided against placing a 
banner in his window to cover up 
the controversial Billy Dolls. 

“I said that’s fine,” says Leigh. 
“That’s your right. It was only a 
request, not a demand. We may 
not march the kids past your 
store, but that’s because I as a 
principal have to make a determi¬ 
nation about what is appropriate. 
I do believe that little children 
should be protected in their inno¬ 
cence. It’s not just male genitalia 
[in the window display]; the dolls 
are displayed in relationship to 
other dolls in ways that suggest 
sexual acts. Which, again, I’m not 
censoring as a window display. 
I’m just suggesting that for half an 
hour, on an official school trip, it 
would be more positive to have a 
sign saying: Welcome Harvey 
Milk Kids!” 

'Nudity isn’t obscene’ 

Meanwhile, however, a com¬ 
mittee of free-speech vigilantes 
took to the streets, papering the 
Castro sidewalks with notices de¬ 
crying censorship in the commu¬ 
nity. Included among the mes¬ 
sages, taped in places where hun¬ 
dreds would see and walk over 
them, was an open letter from 
Does Your Father Know? manag¬ 
er Ward, warning of a censorship 
“movement” and efforts to “ster¬ 
ilize the Castro” for the sake of 
children. He says he and his store 
employees have been harassed by 
callers and visitors who call the 
Billy Doll display obscene. 

“I’m not trying to shove any¬ 
thing down anybody’s throat,” 
says Ward. “I’m not even trying to 
define for anybody what it means 
to be gay. I’m trying to merchan¬ 
dise my window, to create atten¬ 
tion and get people to come in. It’s 
funny. It’s satire. It’s humor. I’m so 
tired of people who are so PC in 
this city that they have long for¬ 
gotten what it is to laugh at them¬ 
selves. I’m not going to be pres¬ 
sured to comply to someone else’s 
standards of acceptable behavior 
or expression.” 

Ultimately, if the controversy 
persists, if police act on com¬ 
plaints from Castro neighbors 
and try to compel the elimination 
of what some deem to be porno¬ 
graphic displays, the whole mat¬ 
ter may have to be referred to 
courts, where determinations of 
what is and is not pornographic, 
and therefore inappropriate for 
display in the Castro, would have 
to be decided. 

Asked for a legal opinion on 
the matter, District Attorney Ter¬ 
rence Hallinan said that “just nu¬ 
dity is not obscenity.” He then 
cited the Supreme Court’s defini¬ 
tions of obscenity as matter which 
“appeals to the prurient interest,” 
which depicts sexual conduct “in 
a patently offensive way,” and 
which “lacks serious literary, artis¬ 
tic, political, or scientific value.” 

By that definition alone, the 
displays in A Different Light 
Bookstore and Does Your Father 
Know? could be viewed as art, or a 
political statement, and would be 
protected by law. However, added 
Hallinan, another part of the 
Supreme Court definition might 
give the merchants some trouble: 
“If you’re just doing it commer¬ 
cially, for prurient purposes, that 
can be used against the argument 
that it’s artistic.” 

“You’re in a First Amendment 
area here,” said Hallinan, “so you 
have to be very careful. It’s diffi¬ 
cult. It’s like the old saying: I don’t 
know what obscenity is, but you 
know it when you see it.” T

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AIDS license plate 
proposal on the road

" ff- he California AIDS license 
plate first envisioned by 24- 
year-old openly gay San 
Francisco resident Jason Hinson is 
inching closer to reality. Although 
at least a couple of years from be¬ 
coming a reality, the idea got a big 
boost Monday, October 20, when 
San Francisco Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom introduced a resolution 
urging the state Legislature to 
support the project. At the state 
level, Bay Area lawmakers are ex¬ 
pected to introduce bills for the li¬ 
cense plate in the Assembly and 
Senate when the legislature begins 
its new session in January. 

Newsom had support from all 
of his colleagues on the board 
Monday, and Mayor Willie Brown 
has said he supports the idea. 
Newsom unveiled a prototype of 
the plate at Monday’s board meet¬ 
ing; it features a red ribbon on the 
far left side, followed by the li¬ 
cense number in blue. Like stan¬ 
dard license plates, “California” is 
written in red above. 

“I think there’s an enormous 
amount of grassroots support,” 
Newsom told the B.A.R. “Jason has 
put an enormous amount of time 
into this; he’s done it correctly and 
has been incredibly patient.” 

Hinson was in the audience at 
Monday’s meeting. Under his plan 
that Newsom has adopted, $19 
from the $50 cost of every license 
plate would go to support AIDS 
research. Newsom said that the 
American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (AmFAR) is a big sup¬ 
porter of the idea, and he hopes to 
elicit celebrity support for it. 

If the license plate does become 
a reality, an initial minimum of 
5,000 are needed to make them fea-

sible, then only 5,000 orders are 
needed every five years. “I think 
we’ll do better than the 22,000 
Yosemite plates sold,” said Newsom. 

Hinson, who started working 
on the idea two years ago, has 
compiled projected figures show¬ 
ing $95,000 could be raised for 
AIDS research if 5,000 plates are 
sold at the $50 per plate cost; if 
20,000 are sold, $380,000 would 
be raised. For renewal plates, Hin¬ 
son’s figures show $85,000 could 
be raised if just 5,000 are sold; $17 
per plate goes to AIDS research 
for each renewed license plate. 

Stumbling block ahead 

In fact, the only apparent road 
block at the moment seems to be 
State Senator Quentin Kopp (I- 
San Francisco), chair of the Senate 
Transportation Committee. Kopp 
and Newsom appeared on KRON- 
TV’s Mornings on Two program 
Monday morning and sparred 
over the issue, with the senator 
saying he opposes it. He implied 
Newsom and the rest of the board 
had more important issues to deal 
with than adopting a resolution in 
support of the license plate, and 
was quickly criticized.

“The major stumbling block is 
Quentin Kopp,” Supervisor Susan 
Leal told the B.A.R. “He has not 
been a friend of the gay commu¬ 
nity, and I think the gay commu¬ 
nity needs to keep this in mind.” 
She shares Newsom’s confidence 
the plate will be approved. 

A state task force in 1994 
adopted guidelines for specialty 
license plates after law enforce¬ 
ment officials expressed readabil¬ 
ity concerns over some of the 
plates, most notably the extreme¬ 
ly popular Yosemite vanity plate.

A fact 
Kopp has failed to mention is that 
members of the Legislature also

ABC/Positive Resource finds 
new funds, gets new faces

delivery of training, educational 
and placement services for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS who are seek¬ 
ing to re-enter the workplace. 

Founded in 1987, ABC pro¬ 
vides benefits advocacy and edu¬ 
cation about private insurance, 
disability and other benefits as 
well as public entitlements such as 
federal and state disability and 
other forms of financial assis¬ 
tance to people with HIV/AIDS. 

ABC merged with Positive Re¬ 


source last November, and the 
combined agency serves an esti¬ 
mated 2,500 consumers on an an¬ 
nual budget of $648,000. 

The non-profit agency is fund¬ 
ed by the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health/Ryan 
White CARE Act, the Mayor’s Of¬

meetings of these organizations, 
but there isn’t,” said longtime gay 
and AIDS activist Hank Wilson. 
“Too many of these organizations 
conduct business in closed meet¬ 
ings, not open to the community, 
and the boards are entirely self- 
perpetuated. This closed-door 
mentality and secrecy has got to 
stop.” 

At the upcoming forum, orga¬ 
nizers plan to develop a set of 
“sunshine principles” for ASOs. 
Some of the items included on a 
draft of the proposal are: open 
board meetings, direct communi¬ 
ty election of board members, 
public access to all information 
that does not violate individual 
client or employee confidentiality, 
an annual public meeting, and 
electronic publication of organi¬ 
zational records. 

Organizers said that the forum 
will initiate a campaign asking 
people and institutions not to give 
money to the ASOs that do not 
adopt the sunshine principles. 
They also plan to ask the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors to 
deny city contracts and funding to 
nonprofit agencies that do not 
adopt similar policies. 

The document calls for agen¬ 
cies to give public notice, offer full 
disclosure, and seek public com¬ 
ment before making decisions 
that change agency policies or 
programs. The principles also call 
for “re-involving the communities 
they serve.” This includes ASOs 
utilizing more volunteers and, 
most importantly, that staff 
salaries “should remain as lean 
and non-hierarchical as possible.” 

Out of focus groups 

The forum is the latest re¬ 
sponse to an action taken against 
a PWA by the HIV Services Part¬ 
nership. In September, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), Shanti, and the AIDS 
Health Project (AHP), which 
comprise the partnership, denied 
services to AIDS activist Michael 
Petrelis and effectively banned 
him from offices of the three 
ASOs over his unauthorized pos¬ 


session of SFAF client focus group 
transcripts. 

SFAF Executive Director Pat 
Christen is believed by many to 
have instigated the action against 
Petrelis, who obtained a copy of 
the documents last summer and 
stated at a public meeting in July 
that he planned to publish them 
on the Internet. Petrelis said the 
foundation misrepresented the 
focus group data when it failed to 
cite any criticisms of the agency in 
its OutReach newsletter, which is 
inserted as an advertisement in a 
Los Angeles-based gay newspaper. 

Portions of the transcripts are 
now on the Internet, Petrelis told 
the B.A.R. He emphasized that no 
names were put on the Internet, 
and that only a portion of the 
more than 300 pages from the 
focus groups are available. 

Christen and representatives of 
the other agencies claim Petrelis 
violated client confidentiality by 
obtaining the transcript docu¬ 
ment, a copy of which was also 
obtained by the Bay Area Reporter. 
The client focus group sessions 
were conducted over a period of 
several weeks earlier this year by 
David Binder Research, a consult¬ 
ing firm. In the transcript docu¬ 
ment, there are no last names of 
the people who attended the 
meetings, nor are their comments 
attributed by name to anyone. In 
spite of this, the ASO representa¬ 
tives claim client confidentiality 
was still violated because there are 
identifiers by which the people’s 
names could be revealed. They 
have declined to explain exactly 
how that could occur. 

“These transcripts should have 
been made available to the com¬ 
munity in the first place,” said 
Peggy Campbell, an ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member living 
with HIV. Then, referring to 
Christen, she continued, “The fact 
that one person, who is head of an 
$18 million AIDS agency, can 
exact retribution and deny ser¬ 
vices to a PWA for having a copy 
of these transcripts terrifies me.” 

Jeff Sheehy, Milk Club presi¬ 
dent, has been critical of the HIV 
Services Partnership action 
against Petrelis. “People with 
AIDS have little to no input at

most of the big ASOssaid Shee- 
hy. “These agencies handle tens of 
millions of dollars that theoreti¬ 
cally benefits people with AIDS, 
yet when actual people with AIDS 
ask where the money goes or how 
decisions are made, we are consis¬ 
tently stonewalled.”

Stachybotrys found in SF 

Lawsuits filed to break the mold

11 pervasive, potentially lethal 
mold that can prove fatal 
ll "" for people with compro¬ 
mised immune systems - and has 
been linked to at least 10 infant 
deaths in Cleveland, Ohio since 
1994 - has been detected in two 
San Francisco apartment com¬ 
plexes, the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. 

The slimy black-green mold 
Stachybotrys chartarum (atra) 
produces toxic substances that ir¬ 
ritate the skin and mucous mem¬ 
branes, and can also trigger asth¬ 
ma attacks and immunosupres- 
sion. The Cleveland infants who 
died from exposure to Stachy¬ 
botrys suffered fatal lung-related 
bleeding. 

Residents of both the Fillmore 
Center at 1475 Fillmore, and Oak- 
wood Apartments at 515-575 
John Muir Drive near Lake 
Merced have filed lawsuits over 
structural and maintenance prob¬ 
lems at the complexes that may 
allow molds and fungi to flourish. 

Revelations of the mold’s exis¬ 
tence in the complexes drew a 
swift response from the local of¬ 
fice of the Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development, 
which provides federally subsi¬ 
dized housing to eligible individ¬ 
uals, including people with AIDS 
and other disabling medical con¬ 
ditions. 

“We have 76 Section 8 partici¬ 
pants living in the Fillmore Cen¬ 
ter, and one participant in Oak- 
wood Apartments,” said Art 
Agnos, who heads the California- 
Hawaii region of the federal de¬ 
partment. 

“We know that on two occa¬ 
sions, the existence of mold has 
been noted at the Fillmore Cen¬ 
ter,” Agnos told San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Health interim direc¬ 
tor Mitch Katz in a September 12 
letter, “and Housing Authority in¬ 
spectors have rejected units for 
Section 8 tenants until mold in 
the apartments has been abated.” 

Agnos called on the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to assure the in¬ 
spection of the apartments by 
qualified public health personnel. 

Environmental and industrial 
health experts test for the mold by 
testing air samples and scraping 
surface samples, then culturing 
the grown material and examin¬ 
ing the results under a micro¬ 
scope. 

‘Be careful’ 

Attorney Steve Machouse, an 
Oakwood Tenants Association co¬ 
counsel, said that attorneys repre¬ 
senting the tenants in litigation 
against the building’s ownership 
could not comment on the case, 
except to acknowledge the litiga¬ 
tion and to say the matter was in 
settlement negotiations. 

The president of the OTA de-

dined to discuss any issues related 
to the litigation, which involves 
scores of tenants at the site. 

“The Bay Area Reporter has 
nothing to be interested in the 
Oakwood Tenants Association 
about, so I really see no reason for 
us to talk,” said OTA President 
Carmen Ramirez. 

When asked for further com¬ 
ment, an extremely hostile 
Ramirez issued a warning. 

“Be very careful,” she said. 

California Department of 
Health Services Environment 
Health and Industrial Hygiene Dr. 
Richard Kreutzer told the B.A.R. 
that health problems related to 
the inhalation or ingestion of the 
mold are “a little more serious” 
than infection with aspergillis, an 
opportunistic fungal respiratory 
infection frequently seen in peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

The Stachybotrys mold is 
found all over the world but 
grows only on wet substrate, such 
as water-soaked dry wall or sheet 
rock, gypsum-based ceiling mate¬ 
rials; cellulose, and fiber-backed 
carpet fibers, according to Bud 
Offerman of Indoor Environment 
Engineering, a San Francisco- 
based firm. 

Dr. Tomas Aragon, chief of the 
San Francisco Department of 
Health Community Health Epi¬ 
demiology Division, said that 
when the wet mold is found, “it 
should be cleaned up,” and that 
the Health Department’s environ¬ 
mental health officials will require 
landlords and property owners to 
abate the condition when it is 


found. 

Kreutzer said while Stachy¬ 
botrys, like all fungi and molds, 
deserves concern and can create 
more potentially serious medical 
problems than aspergillis, he is 
not so sure that “the worry is pro¬ 
portionate to the threat” for the 
general public. 

“It really is ubiquitous. One 
can find it all over the place. We’ve 
had calls from all over the state 
about the question,” he said. T

esignation on principle is a 
rarity in the nation’s capital. 
11 Members of the Presidential 
Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS 
have been struggling with that 
possibility for some time. A num¬ 
ber of them may resign in protest 
over the Clinton administration’s 
continued refusal to lift the ban 
on federal funding of needle ex¬ 
change programs and its inaction 
on other recommendations. 

Discussion has grown over the 
last few meetings. In Atlanta in 
July a formal motion was even 
presented and sparked heated dis¬ 
cussion. The consensus, as less 
formally reached at their April 
meeting, was that they should 
wait through the summer to give 


the administration sufficient time 
to act. The ensuing months have 
brought no change on what has 
become a key issue in AIDS pre¬ 
vention. Talk of resignation has 
resurfaced. 

One of its most vocal advocates 
is Robert Fogel, a Chicago attor¬ 
ney and a member of candidate 
Clinton’s fund raising committee. 
He is affectionately referred to as 
“the straight white guy.” While 
most presidential bodies are dom¬ 
inated by that type, he is one of the 
few on this council. 

In an extended interview last 
spring Fogel said he asked to be on 
the council "as an opportunity to 
get involved, to do something that 
was useful, that was meaningful, 
and to provide a different perspec¬ 
tive, which I certainly try to do.” 

He was largely ignorant of 


AIDS issues and opposed to the 
concept of needle exchange when 
he joined. But he took to heart 
President Clinton’s commitment 
“to reduce new infections each 
year until there are none.” 

More than half of all new HIV 
infections are believed caused, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, through 
shared needles contaminated with 
the virus. Current law gives Secre¬ 
tary of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Donna Shalala authority to 
lift the ban if she determines that 
such programs reduce the spread 
of HIV and do not lead to in¬ 
creased injection drug use. 

Fogel’s experience on the 
council has convinced him that 
“this is one way to knock out 10- 
15 percent of those infections, or 
more. This really needs to be 
done. There is support from

What more does one really need 
in order to go forward?” 

He believes “it is both the right 
thing to do, and the right time to 
do it.” If the president “isn’t going 
to dd the big thing that will mat¬ 
ter, the little things kind of pale in 
significance.” 

Fogel says they “make reason¬ 
able recommendations supported 
by science and by professional or¬ 
ganizations around the country. If 
we are going to be ignored, then 
what’s the point?” He has better 
things to do with the time, energy, 
and money he has devoted to serv¬ 
ing on the council. He will resign. 

Marginalized 

Others on the council are 
more leery. “I think part of it is, 
the rest of us are so used to being 
ignored and marginalized that it 
doesn’t come as a shock to us,” 
said Ben Schatz, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association. 

“A lot of us are pretty disgust¬ 
ed with the administration. I 
don’t have any interest in sitting 
there to make the administration 
feel legitimate.” But his very mar¬ 
ginalization contributes to 
Schatz’s ambivalence. “I come 
from a constituency that doesn’t 
really have a seat at the table. And 
if we do, this is it. 

“You can only resign once. If I 
feel that being on the council gives 
me the ability to have some influ¬ 
ence, as opposed to no influence, 
even if it is far less influence than 
it should be, then it gets very com¬ 
plicated.” 

Alexander Robinson chairs the 
prevention committee of the 
council. “I feel frustrated enough 
to resign, not simply over needle 
exchange but over the fact that so 
many of our recommendations 
and our reiteration of the [George 
Bush appointed] Commission’s 
recommendations have gone 
unanswered. I feel ineffectual.” 

He chastised the administration 
for its failure to “be aggressive about 
promoting the science” of needle 
exchange, especially on Capitol Hill. 

He says those programs “should be 
as above ground as possible” to 
maximize their impact on reducing 
HIV and leading people to sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment. 

“You wonder,” Robinson says, 

“What am I doing here? Am I as¬ 
sisting in being part of the prob¬ 
lem by participating and being 
engaged?”

Clinton and Gore agree:

works in AIDS education in Los 
Angeles. She is philosophically 
opposed to resignation. “If I 
stopped dealing with white soci¬ 
ety about all of that damn racism 
and if I stopped dealing with 
straight society because of all of 
their heterosexism, I would quit 
dealing with a lot of people in my 
life. I would not be a[n Episcopal] 
priest, because I have enough is¬ 
sues with the church that I would¬ 
n’t have done it. 

“Where I’m at as a person is, to 
hell with it, push me off. I’m going 
to stay in your face.” She sees their 
annual reports, which rate the ad¬ 
ministration’s efforts, as a way to 
“keep it [AIDS] on their radar 
screen.” 

Tom Henderson is a PWA 
from Texas whose ties to Bill Clin¬ 
ton go back 25 years, to when they 
worked together on a presidential 
campaign in that state. He calls 
needle exchange important but 
“absolutely not” an issue worth 
resigning over. “We are not going 
to get every single issue, of this 
president or any president, that 
we ask for. 

“If I felt like we were strictly 
there as window dressing or to use 
as poster children for the cam¬ 
paign, then clearly I would resign.” 
But he points to efforts such as last 
year reversing the Dornan amend¬ 
ment, which would have kicked 
HIV positive people out of the 
military, as an example of success. 

“It’s like Lyndon Johnson said, 
you kind of have to decide if you 
want to be on the outside pissing 
in or the inside pissing out. And I 
happen to be one of the inside 
pissing out folks right now.” 

To Fogel, “The hope was to 
raise the stakes a little bit, to pinch 
them in the ass and draw their at¬ 
tention to the fact that we are a 
council and need to be paid atten¬ 
tion to. The reality is, I hope I 
never have to resign.” The issue will 
likely bubble through their next 
meeting in early December. ▼

The beginning of 
the ENDA of ’97

he Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA) 
M comes up for a hearing be¬ 
fore the Senate Labor and Human 
Resources Committee today 
(Thursday, October 23). The bill 
was formally re-introduced in 
June, and has 34 co-sponsors in 
the Senate, 153 in the House. 

“There is a sense of momen¬ 
tum behind this legislation, it’s 
moving,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC). “A Sen¬ 
ate hearing demonstrates that in a 
very definite, clear way.” 

HRC has made ENDA the cen¬ 
terpiece of its legislative agenda. It 
would outlaw discrimination 
against gays and lesbians in the 
workplace. Currently, only 11 states 
and some municipalities offer that 
legal protection. Many private em¬ 
ployers have written it into their 
human resources practices. 

Last fall, in a move that sur¬ 
prised even its supporters, ENDA 
came up for a vote before the full 
Senate. It failed by only one vote, 
49-50. That makes the legislative 
history very different from the 
first hearing on ENDA, says 
Stachelberg. In July 1994, Democ¬ 
rats controlled the Senate and Ted 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts) 
chaired the committee. But cur¬ 
rent Republican chair Jim Jeffords 
(Vermont) is a sponsor of ENDA. 
He and Kennedy jointly called for 
this hearing. 

The Institute for Gay and Les¬ 
bian Strategic Studies released 
“Vulnerabilities in the Workplace: 
Evidence of Anti-Gay Discrimina¬ 
tion” in anticipation of the hear¬ 
ing. Author Lee Badgett is acting 
director of the Institute and a pro¬ 
fessor of economics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Massachusetts. 

“Employment discrimination 
against gay people is both com¬ 
mon and economically harmful,” 
she concluded after surveying 
local studies on the subject. 

Between one-fourth and two- 
thirds of lesbian, gay, and bisexu¬ 
al people report experiences of 
losing jobs or promotions because 
of their sexual orientation. That 
happens across job categories, 


Badgett attacked assertions by 
homophobes that gays have high¬ 
er than average incomes and 
therefore don’t need legal protec¬ 
tion. The figures they cite are from 
magazine marketing surveys, tra¬ 
ditionally an economic elite. She 
compared them to “readers of 
Ebony or Jet , who earn 40 to 80 
percent more than the typical 
African-American worker.” 

She cited her own 1995 work, 
which “found that gay men 
earned as much as 27 percent less 
than heterosexual men with the 
same education, experience, race, 
occupation, and geographic loca¬ 
tion.” Research by others substan¬ 
tiated those conclusions. 

“Finally, the average incomes 
underestimate the devastating fi¬ 
nancial impact that discrimina¬ 
tion can have on an individual gay 
worker who is arbitrarily fired,” 
she said. “The victim of anti-gay 
discrimination may earn much 
less than the average gay worker.” 

Stachelberg said that after the 
hearing they will sit down with 
Senate leaders “and figure out 
what the next steps for the bill

ures are through December 31, 
1996 and show 581,429 AIDS 
cases and 362,004 AIDS deaths. 

Risk, ethnic, gender stats 

Gay and bisexual men contin¬ 
ue to account for the vast majori¬ 
ty of AIDS cases in the city: 362 of 
the 489 diagnosed cases through 
September 30, or 74 percent, are 
gay or bisexual men; 68 cases, or 
13.9 percent, are identified as in¬ 
jection drug users (IDU); 36 cases, 
or 7.4 percent, are gay or bisexual 
IDU. There were no reported cases 
of lesbian or bisexual IDU or he¬ 
mophiliac transmissions. There 
were 11 cases identified as hetero¬ 
sexual transmission; and one 
transfusion recipient. The infor¬ 
mation for 11 cases identified as 
“other” was incomplete due to pa¬ 
tients offering no plausible risk for 
HIV, refusal to be interviewed, lost 
to follow-up, or death. 

Regarding the ethnicity of San 
Francisco cases through the first 
nine months of 1997, 322 diag¬ 
nosed cases, or 65.8 percent, are 
white; 82 cases, or 16.8 percent 
African-American; 64 cases, or 
13.1 percent Latino; and 21 cases, 
or 4.3 percent Asian/Pacific Is¬ 
lander. There were no diagnosed 
cases of Native Americans so far 
this year, according to the report. 

Of the 489 diagnosed AIDS 
cases through September, 452, or 
92.4 percent, are men and 37 
cases, or 7.6 percent, are women. 

Norm Nickens, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Office, said that 
while the latest decrease in new 
AIDS cases is welcome news, 
much still needs to be done, par¬ 
ticularly in terms of prevention 
efforts targeting gay and bisexual 
men of color. 

“It’s a sign that we are begin¬ 
ning to see the positive results of 
prevention efforts that began in 
the mid-1980s,” Nickens told the 
B.A.R. “While a lot has been done, 
there is still a lot to do. 

“While there has been a de¬ 
cline overall, we are seeing in¬ 
creases in some communities, 
particularly younger gay men of 
color and in the African-Ameri¬ 
can community.” 

Those AIDS cases have in¬ 
creased dramatically over the last 
several years. In 1992 African- 
Americans comprised 12.1 per¬ 
cent of the city’s AIDS cases; in 
1996 that figure had risen to 17.7 
percent and is currently at 16.8 
percent for the first nine months 
of 1997. 

The latest DPH AIDS surveil¬ 
lance report was met with com-

plete skepticism by Dr. Peter 
Duesberg, a virologist at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley, 
who maintains HIV does not 
cause AIDS. Reached at his office 
Friday, October 17, the first thing 
Duesberg said was that people 
should buy his book, Inventing the 
AIDS Virus, which has just come 
out in paperback. After the plug 
for his book, Duesberg went on to 
discount the data when asked to 
what he attributed the decline in 
new AIDS cases and deaths. 

“I can’t tell you. I don’t know 
how they’re treated or when they 
were infected. It’s totally worthless 
information,” Duesberg told the 
B.A.R. “Maybe people are not get¬ 
ting infected, maybe people are not 
moving to San Francisco. AIDS 
people are not native, most come 
[to San Francisco] and leave again. 
It’s a very mobile population. 

“It’s a very narrow focus [taken 
by the surveillance report]; to 
look at one city and claim victory 
is completely irrelevant to finding 
the cause,” Duesberg said. 

Duesberg, who teaches in 
UCB’s molecular and cell biology 
department, also criticized AIDS 
drugs, saying they’re actually 
killing people. “I’ve seen it 
claimed in your journal [B.A.R.], 
the San Francisco Chronicle, the 
San Francisco Examiner, and the 
New York Times that these triple 


therapies are not working,” he 
said, referring to news accounts in 
early October from a University of 
California, San Francisco (UCSF) 
study that showed a 53 percent 
failure rate of 136 people on pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. 

Among the findings in that 
study, although largely overlooked 
by the daily newspapers, was that 
non-compliance with the drug 
regimens accounted for a large 
number of those who failed the 
therapy. Dr. Steven Deeks, assis¬ 
tant professor of medicine at 
UCSF, emphasized when the 
study was presented at a medical 
conference that “a number of pa¬ 
tients in the population were very 
advanced in 1996, and they had 
trouble complying with regi¬ 
mens,” Deeks told the B.A.R.. 

Duesberg was asked about the 
decline in AIDS cases and deaths, 
in light of the many people who 
are now taking various antiretro¬ 
viral therapies. He said drugs such 
as AZT and 3TC were designed 
for the purpose of terminating 
DNA synthesis and are doing 
nothing to help prolong the lives 
of people living with AIDS. “I 
submit the opposite is true of an¬ 
tiretroviral drug therapies,” he 
said, “that a major source of AIDS 
deaths is by terminating DNA 
synthesis - the end result of which 
is death.” ▼ 
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Staying ahead of the cutting edge

H IV treatment strategies pre¬ 
scribed by most doctors, 
and therefore used by most 
patients, always seem to lag one to 
several years behind what could 
have been concluded from the 
most currently available scientific 
understandings about HIV. Before 
protease inhibitors first hit the 
market, scientists and activists 
were warning that they should 
never be used as monotherapy 
and should never just be added to 
a failing drug combination. Yet, 
many patients were prescribed Pis 
in just the way that was believed 
to lead to rapid failure. 

This is just the latest example. 
Activists and leading scientists 
were advocating use of combina¬ 
tion therapy, reducing the dosage 
of AZT, avoiding AZT monother¬ 
apy, the superiority of ddl to AZT, 
the importance of treating to a 
viral load of zero if you are going 
to treat at all, long before these 
principles were widely accepted 
by the medical establishment or 
most doctors. 

Given this historical lag time, 
it is wise for people with HIV to 
always compare the current as¬ 
sumptions underlying their treat¬ 
ment strategy to what trusted ac¬ 
tivist organizations are saying. 
Performing this exercise now sug¬ 
gests that many people are not 
getting the best HIV treatment 
available. 


Ultra-sensitive 
viral load tests 

“I’m concerned about several 
things that are happening right 
now,” reports Martin Delaney, 
Founding Director of Project In¬ 
form. “First of all, people are not 
getting access to the ultra-sensi¬ 
tive Roche viral load test, which 
can measure viral load down 
to 20 copies. In study 
after study that we 
have seen in the last ( 
several months, treat¬ 
ed viral loads merely 
below 400 copies or 200 
copies are not enough to 
substantially delay 
drug failure. The 
longest duration of 
drug benefit is seen 
in patients whose 
viral load goes to less than 20 
copies after about six months on a 
given combination. 

“For someone on anti-HIV 
treatment, 300 copies, or even 100 
copies, is probably not good 
enough and suggests that their 
drug combination is likely to fail 
within a year. But the currently 
FDA-approved viral load tests 
only detect down to 400 or 200 
copies. Roche needs to submit an 
application for approval to the 
FDA for its ultra-sensitive test as 
soon as possible, and we need 
rapid FDA approval.” 

Nelfinavir: don’t 
start with me 

“I am further concerned that 
nelfinavir may have been over¬ 
sold,” Delaney says. “In one very 
important study out of Bronx 


Lebanon Hospital in New York 
presented at ICAAC, an alarming 
number of patients who had been 
protease inhibitor naive and start¬ 
ed on a combination including 
nelfinavir failed within on average 
8.6 months. The number of fail¬ 
ures was higher that I would have 
expected with crixivan or riton¬ 
avir. When they then switched to 
various combinations includ¬ 
ing either indinavir or ri¬ 
tonavir/saquinavir, they 
got very little benefit. 

“One reason that 
nelfinavir resistance 
emerged so quickly 
may be that only one 
mutation is needed 
in the HIV protease 
gene for high-level 
nelfinavir resistance. 
This is also true for high-level 
saquinavir resistance. Both the 
manufacturers of nelfinavir and 
saquinavir have repeatedly 
claimed that their drugs had an 
advantage because once you 
failed on them, you could switch 
to another protease inhibitor. 
But that was based on test-tube 
studies and has not borne out in 
people. 

“For right now, Project Inform 
does not believe that nelfinavir is 
proven as a good first protease in¬ 
hibitor. From what we have seen, 
the most long-term benefits are in 
combinations containing either 
crixivan or ritonavir, both of 
which appear to require at least 
two or three mutations in the HIV 
protease gene to confer high-level 
resistance. 

“Finally, I am concerned about 


pressure from drug marketing de¬ 
partments to reduce drug dosing 
.schedules from three-times a day 
dosing to twice a day dosing. 
Drug companies have said they 
may ask the FDA for approval for 
reduced dosing schedules based 
on 24 weeks data. Well, that is not 
at all long enough to tell whether 
a reduced dosing schedule causes 
resistance to emerge in nine 
months rather than nine years.” 

Looking more carefully at 
HIV resistance 

“There needs to be more at¬ 
tention and sophistication paid to 
the issue of HIV resistance,” states 
Dr. Bob Grant, Director of the 
Gladstone Institute Virology Core 
Lab at UCSF. “Even among doc¬ 
tors who specialize in care of HIV 
patients, there is a lack of infor¬ 
mation and understanding about 
how to interpret the different viral 
load and resistance tests results. 
that are available. 

“We have gone through a 
phase where people with de¬ 


tectable but still low viral load felt 
compelled to do something to 
bring viral load to below the limit 
of detection, from 5,000 to below 
500. My impression is that not 
many people who are heavily pre¬ 
treated are succeeding. Another 
strategy to consider with a lower 
viral load is to sit tight with what¬ 
ever viral load you are left with 
until you find three new drugs to 
which you have no cross resis¬ 
tance. You need a completely 
novel triple drug combination. 

“With regards to resistance, 
people should understand that a 
drug’s ability to avoid resistance 
and a drug’s potency can be two 
different things. A drug like nevi¬ 
rapine is very potent, but resis¬ 
tance easily develops with just one 
minor change to the reverse tran¬ 
scriptase gene. AZT, on the other 
hand, is not very potent, but resis¬ 
tance is slow to develop and it 
takes HIV five mutations to get 
high-level AZT resistance. The

Dateline: Amsterdam 

Telling stories

L ast week, authors David Leavitt and Edmund White visited 
our offices in Amsterdam. Both promised to write a column 
for the daily paper that will be published during Gay Games 
V. White was enthusiastic about our extensive cultural program and 
hoped for many open discussions. One of the cultural programs 
that will cause much debate is the Storytelling Festival. This festi¬ 
val is based on a wonderful book by German author Lutz van Dijk, 
Coming Out . Van Dijk, who works for the Tamar Laakmann Huis 
in Amsterdam, is organizing the festival in association with 
Amnesty International’s “Coming Out” workshop. 

For three nights, lesbians and gays from all over the world will 
tell stories from their own cultures. There will also be singing, danc¬ 
ing, and much more. On Sunday, August 2, the focus will be on 
Eastern Europe and Asia (“Go East”); the second evening, August

Out,” and a related photo exhibition, “At Home in Amsterdam,” 
with 30 portraits of gay men who have chosen Amsterdam as their 
home, showing the different ways in which they handle their iden¬ 
tity.

ong Beach, California 
Mayor Beverly O’Neil’s gay 
' liaison is doing what he can 
to strengthen and maintain 
Southern California’s reputation 
as a world class sports and enter¬ 
tainment location, by accepting 
the role of spokesperson for the 
Long Beach Games 2002, Inc. The 
involvement of Norm Reed, who 
is also Goodwill Industries’ South 
Bay Director of Development, has 
many supportive Long Beachers 
hopeful. 

According to Reed, Long 


Beach Games 2002 has received 
support from both the Los Ange¬ 
les and Long Beach Convention 
Bureaus. But backers are still try¬ 
ing to win support from the com¬ 
munity.

right now is unclear. 

“For myself, I would be very 
cautious about starting any anti- 
HIV therapy or switching therapy 
if I did not have a good combina¬ 
tion, including three brand-new 
drugs to take. If I did not have 
three new drugs to take, I would 
seriously consider waiting as long 
as I could depending on my 
health and viral load levels.”

gasoline. Why are the suspects not 
being charged with attempted 
arson?” Allen asked. 

McWilliams told the B.A.R. 
that one of the boys is the son of a 
local attorney in private practice, 
but that has not affected how po¬ 
lice have handled the case. He also 
said that police were told by the 
boys that they had put about one 
cup of gasoline in a beer bottle; 
why investigators were not able to 
determine the presence of the ac¬ 
celerant is unclear. 

At the October 13 OOTI meet¬ 
ing, Burney Matthews, Alameda 
police chief, spoke to the nearly 
100 people in attendance and an¬ 
nounced that the four youths had 
been identified as suspects. 
Matthews also maintained the 
bottle thrown at Felix’s home did 
not contain any propellant; after 
the teens were arrested, it was re¬ 
vealed by police that the bottle 


had been filled with gasoline. 

The break in the case came 
about a week following the Molo¬ 
tov cocktail incident, when the 
person in the passing car yelled 
“faggot.” A neighbor got the license 
plate and notified police, who in 
turn discovered the car’s owner 
was connected with the youths. 
According to police, the slur was 
directed at a friend of the boys, al¬ 
though the friend is not gay. 

Allen said OOTI is urging the 
district attorney’s office to recom¬ 
mend that the boys, if convicted, 
receive education both about the 
danger they put Felix’s household 
in, and about the use of slurs 
based on sexual orientation. 

“At best, this is a case where a 
combination of adolescent im¬ 
pulse and homophobia have cre¬ 
ated a potentially lethal situation,” 
Allen said. “At the worst, it is a 
case where a hate crime and at¬ 
tempted arson is being dismissed 
because it was perpetuated against 
a gay Latino by well-connected ju¬ 
veniles.” ▼ 


ing very hard to make it well 
done, involve as many people as 
possible, and take as many sug¬ 
gestions as possible.” 

A member of the Long Beach 
Gay and Lesbian Community 
Center since it was founded 1977, 
Reed has remained active in the 
community by organizing events 
such as the Great Gatsby Lawn 
Party and Auction, an annual 
fundraiser for the center. By lead¬ 
ing Games 2002, he continues to 
promote gays’ and lesbians’ in¬ 
volvement in community events. 

“We want to build grass roots 
support,” Reed explained. “That’s 
what these fundraisers are for; to 
make people aware of what’s 
going on and have them identify 
their interests, not just to raise 
money for the Games. These are 
friend-raising kind of events, and 
not so much fund-raising 
events.” 

The Games are headed by a 
45-member board who volunteer 
their services in order to ensure 
inclusion, rather than exclusion, 
from the official principles and 
concepts of sports, and an em¬ 
phasis on participation rather 
than winning. The Federation of 
Gay Games began in 1982, most¬ 
ly prompted by Dr. Tom Waddell, 
a San Franciscan and Olympic de- 
cathlete who believed “To do one’s 
personal best is the ultimate goal 
of human achievement.” His in¬ 
spiration helped spread the event 


across the country, and into 
Canada. Next year it will be 
played in Amsterdam. 

For now, the LA/Long Beach 
organizing committee’s goal is to 
raise $20,000 for their presenta¬ 
tion, which they plan to use at the 
Annual Federation Meeting in 
Denver November 11 and 12. A 
decision will be made November 
13 about which city will hold the 
Games. Even though they’re a bit 
behind on their goal amount, 
Reed says they’re going forward 
with their plan to prove to feder¬ 
ation members why Long Beach is 
the best location. 

“If worst comes to worst, we 
will scale down our presentation, 
and still show what we’ve done to 
represent this area the very best 
way we can,” Reed said. 

But will they still stand a 
chance against their competitors: 
Dallas, Montreal, Toronto, and 
Sydney? 

Reed thinks so. “We have peo¬ 
ple who kno.w how to run major 
events. Our whole board of direc¬ 
tors is made up of professionals 
who are experienced in this re¬ 
gard,” he said. At this time he is 
building a board comprised of 
people who are experienced with 
various kinds of business, includ¬ 
ing Los Angeles Police officers and 
medical workers, who can help 
put volunteer groups in place be¬ 
fore the event. 

Tradition also plays a key role

in his plan to win the Federation’s 
decision. Reed explained how the 
board may take L.A.’s history in 
hosting national events in consid¬ 
eration as well. In addition, he re¬ 
cently found out that the L.A. 
Coliseum Commission has agreed 
to reignite the Olympic torch if 
the Games are held in Southern 
California. 

“You can say that there are 
other attractive locations and tal¬ 
ented groups that are working for 
this, but I don’t think they have 
the over-all appeal, the tourist ap¬ 
peal,” Reed explained. “We’re 
unique because we’re the only 
competing city that has all of the 
venues in place today, the only 
city that can verify capacity and 
accommodations, and we have 
the experience of being an 
Olympic City,” he said. “We [Long 
Beach, L.A. County] also have a 
tie with the spirit, the value, and 
the inspiration that comes with 
the Olympic movement. 

“To that extent, I think we’re a 
very strong city.” V

deserves the honor, MOM does. 

Carola Detrick, the founder 
and volunteer executive director 
of MOM, accepted the award on 
behalf of the group, which in four 
years has provided more than 
125,000 meals, never missed a 
meal, and never turned away any 
person with AIDS asking for food. 
Now MOM invites everyone to 
help celebrate the honor by join¬ 
ing in this year’s “Make a Differ¬ 
ence Day” Saturday, October 25, 
and helping provide the best nu¬ 
trition to people with HIV/AIDS 
in Marin County. 

Make A Difference Day was es¬ 
tablished to encourage Marin res¬ 
idents to find ways to contribute 
to their communities. MOM 
hopes it will attract new volun¬ 
teers and more contributions for 
the great service it provides; Det¬ 
rick suggests that restaurants and 
businesses could donate a per¬ 
centage of sales that day to MOM, 
or else offer a special deal to cus¬ 
tomers who make donations to 
the group. School and youth 
groups could hold car washes, 
bake sales, pet washes, sports 
events, or rummage sales to raise 
funds and awareness. 

The need is great: Marin 
Country continues to have the 
second highest number of AIDS 
cases per capita in California, after 
San Francisco County. An August 
1997 report from the County of 
Marin Department of Health and 
Human Services AIDS Program 
estimates the number of HIV-in¬ 
fected persons in Marin County is 
between 3,500 and 4,000 residents. 

Whatever the number, MOM 
will be there with wholesome food 
for those who need it. “My strong 
belief is that in a wealthy country 
like America,” Detrick said, “no¬ 
body should go hungry. Especially 
those who are very sick.” 

MOM is 100% privately fund¬ 
ed and receives no government 
funding. One of the best volunteer 


HIV/AIDS food organizations in 
the country, last year it was one of 
50 agencies - from 4,000 nomina¬ 
tions - to be distinguished with 
the “USA Weekend Make a Differ¬ 
ence Day Award,” selected by Paul 
Newman, Richard Dreyfuss, 
Naomi Judd, Scott O’Grady, and 
the CEO and Presidents of the 
Points of Light Foundation and 
USA Weekend magazine. 

This year MOM was one of 
only 10 groups presented with the 
“1997 Marin Volunteers of the 
Year Award” for outstanding com¬ 
munity service. 

Detrick leads a small army of 
dedicated volunteers from every 
sector of the community through 
the daunting tasks of gathering 
farm-fresh organic ingredients, 
preparing meals for 60 men, 
women, and children too weak 
and/or impoverished to cook for 
themselves, and delivering the 
meals 365 days a year. 

Lynne Klein, project coordina¬ 
tor for MOM, told the B.A.R., 
“We’re creating a community - the 
farmers who donate the food, the 
volunteers that cook and deliver, 
the local businesses that support 
us with cash donations and goods, 
youth who do community service, 
and children with their touching 
gifts of artistry and poetry.” 

Amanda C. Webby, community 
service director of the Marin Acad¬ 
emy, whose student volunteers have 
been involved with MOM since it 
began, said that coordinators 
“Lynne, Karen, Terry, and Claire are 
especially adept at working with 
students... talking with them about 
their clients,” which teaches the stu¬ 
dents to be compassionate about 
others and more conscientious 
about their own health. 

The B.A.R. recently visited 
MOM’s kitchen, and found vol¬ 
unteers busily making a dinner 
that included a fresh organic salad 
of tiny baby tomatoes and greens 
in a sumptuous marinade, plus 
boned chicken legs stuffed with 
caramelized vegetables and sea¬ 
soned with fresh rosemary. This is 
no institutional food, but the kind 
that oozes care and vitamins. 

As “Jerry D.,” one of MOM’s 
clients, put it, “The service you 
provide gives me a reason to enjoy 
and attempt to celebrate my life

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Compassionate release bill signed

P n the late afternoon of Octo- 
I! ber 7, California Governor 
it Pete Wilson signed Assembly 
Bill 29, the compassionate release 
bill for terminally ill prisoners, 
into law. The bill was carried by 
Assembly Majority Leader Anto¬ 
nio Villaraigosa, D-Los Angeles, 
and was sponsored by the 
HIV/AIDS Project of Catholic 
Charities of the East Bay. The bill 
codifies the procedure for early 
medical release of terminally ill 
prisoners in the state’s prisons. 

Twice before the Governor had 
vetoed similar bills, once because 
he felt it reduced the authority of 


the Board of Prison Terms, and 
then because “it did not properly 
consider the risk to public safety.” 

Therefore, provisions of AB 29 
include: 

• Authorizing a court to recall a 
sentence only upon recommenda¬ 
tion by the Department of Cor¬ 
rections (CDC) or Board of 
Prison Terms (BPT) or both, and 
does not diminish or eliminate the 
BPT’s ability to recall a sentence 
on their own without any formal 
request from the prisoner, the 
family or outside agencies; and 

• The court may recall the sen¬ 
tence upon finding that the pris¬ 
oner is terminally ill and the con¬ 
ditions under which the inmate 
would be released or receive treat¬ 
ment do not pose a threat to pub¬ 
lic safety. 


The bill does not apply to pris¬ 
oners sentenced to death or a 
term of life without the possibili¬ 
ty of parole. 

Judy Greenspan, Director of 
Catholic Charities’ HIV/AIDS in 
Prison Project, said, “The action 


by Governor Wilson marks the 
end of our three-year campaign to 
put into law a workable and effec¬ 
tive compassionate release proce¬ 
dure for prisoners with HIV/AIDS 
and other serious illnesses. We are 
elated over the Governor’s deci¬ 
sion to finally sign the bill; howev¬ 


er, the bill will only be effective if it 
leads to the timely release of more 
terminally ill prisoners,” she said. 

LIFE lobbyist Eric-Joseph Asta- 
caan said, “The bill will streamline 
the process. It simply sets strict 
medical criteria for compassionate 


medical releases without under¬ 
mining CDC or BPT’s position. In 
addition, it will save CDC signifi¬ 
cant amounts of money due to re¬ 
duced incarceration and medical 
care cost savings. CDC savings in 
those areas and in reduced use of 
personnel could be earmarked for 


other needed services,” he said. 

Greenspan told the B.A.R. that 
in the past two years it has be¬ 
come increasingly difficult to win 
the compassionate release of 
dying prisoners, even first-time 
offenders or those convicted of 
non-violent offenses. Dr. Corey 
Weinstein of California Prison 
Focus said, “We hope that the 
signing of AB 29 is one of many 
steps forward toward winning a 
more compassionate and less 
punitive prison system.” 

Among the many organizations 
supporting AB 29 are: AIDS Project 
Los Angeles; the California Medical 
Association; the California Catholic 
Conference of Bishops; California 
Prison Focus; Women’s AIDS Net¬ 
work; Prison Law Office; and the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation. ▼

Castro's noir series mines genre's lure of self-destruction

Fetishized femmes 

Ruin and romance might be the key words 
for the genre. In Billy Wilder’s Double Indem¬ 
nity (1944), slick insurance salesman Walter 
Neff (Fred MacMurray) experiences both 
in the form of one of the genre’s more 
treacherous femme fatales, the ravishing 
Phyllis Diedrickson 
(Barbara Stanwyck). As 
in other noirs, the narra¬ 
tor is a dead man, or will 
be soon.

n spite of its hip cachet and obvious durability, film noir has in¬ 
spired arguments of a kind that are hard to imagine in other 
film genres, or other art forms for that matter. Like obscenity, 
it’s easy to spot and hard to define. No one seems to be able to say 
definitively if noir is a genre, a cycle, or a style, or even when it began 
or ended. Even simple questions like “What is the first film noir?” draw 
heated debate, with one camp insisting it’s John Huston’s The Maltese 
Falcon (1941), others moving back a decade to Fritz Lang’s M (1931), 
and a few perverse souls invoking silent-era gangster films like von Stern¬ 
berg’s Underworld (1927). The genealogy of the genre is enormously var¬ 
ied, with antecedents all over the cultural map in painting (German Ex¬ 
pressionism, Rembrandt’s chiaroscuro), policiers and crime dramas (Ham¬ 
mett, Woolrich), and, of course, earlier movies like the shadow-drenched 
silent thrillers from Berlin’s UFA Studios. Ultimate¬ 
ly, it may be less useful to bicker about origins and 
authenticity than to sit back and enjoy the films as 
the pleasurably unnerving works of art they are. 

Unfortunately, this has not been as easy as it 
sounds. Many of the key works — Fritz Lang’s Hitch¬ 
cock-inflected Ministry of Fear (1943), Robert Siod- 
mak’s superbly sexy Phantom Lady (1944) — are not 
on video and haven’t been screened as they were 
meant to be, in 35mm on a big screen, since their 
first run in the 1940s. The Castro Theatre has man¬ 
aged to nail 14 of the best of this rare lot for its noir 
festival, and viewers used to their 25-inch TV 
screens or shoddy 16mm dupes will be surprised at 
the impact even seemingly minor works like Roy 
William Neill’s Black Angel have when experienced 
on a large screen. The details of decline never looked 
so good, with low-key lighting, chiaroscuro effects, 
and classical forced perspectives throwing Black 
Angels ruined romantics into high relief.

Remembering the legacy 

A small item in last week’s The 
Nation had us all atwitter. Looks 
like Alveda King, Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s niece, campaigned re¬ 
cently against a gay rights initia¬ 
tive in California, stating that her 
uncle never meant his “civil rights 
work to protect homosexuals.” 
The Nation reported that right- 
wing homophobes and the usual 
brain-dead Christians immediate¬ 
ly glommed on to Alveda’s com¬ 
ments. In fact, a band of protest¬ 
ers calling themselves “Ameri¬ 
cans for Truth in Homosexual¬ 
ity” converged upon a recent 
awards ceremony hosted by the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force in Washington and “pointed 
to [Alveda’s] remarks to justify 
signs claiming M.L. King Jr. never 
said homosexuality was a civil 
right.” Other signs at the event 
implored the slain civil rights 
leader’s widow, Coretta Scott 
King, not to “sell Dr. King’s lega¬ 
cy to the homosexuals.” 

When asked for a comment, 
Mrs. King set everyone straight 
(no pun intended) about the lega¬ 
cy in question: “My husband un¬ 
derstood that all forms of dis¬ 
crimination and persecution were 
unjust and unacceptable for a 
great democracy ... that a person 
of conscience had no alternative 
but to defend the human rights of 
all people.”

sions to enlightenment, we tuned 
in. Oh, we hate to be cynical, but 
we can’t help but see through 
Gere’s mise-en-scene. On one page 
the actor prattles on about every¬ 
thing being an illusion, while 
on another he’s so snide and 
arrogant about things people 
have said and written about 
him that the illusory world 
suddenly becomes 
very real, showing his 
spirituality to be 
about as deep as his 
typically depthless 
movie characteri¬ 
zations. 

Nevertheless, 

Gere is no simple¬ 
ton. In fact, we observed a com¬

Perhaps it’s no surprise then that 
there’s nary a mention anywhere 
in these pages of anal impaction 
by gerbillus polyphemus. 

Blue velvet 

Censorship dies hard in re¬ 
pressive regimes. From the Far 
East this week we’ve learned that 
the island-nation of Singapore 
has banned Janet Jackson’s new 
album The Velvet Rope, citing con¬ 
cern over lyrics that describe “acts 
of assault and battery.” 

Jackson’s last album, Design of 
a Decade, stirred a similar contro¬ 
versy two years ago in Singapore 
when the island nation’s Con¬ 
troller of Undesirable Publica¬ 
tions (we kid you not) pitched a 
fit over the record’s provocative 
cover, which featured a topless 
Jackson with a man’s hands cov¬ 
ering her breasts. 

The irony here is that just a few 


‘Piss Christ’ redux 

A more brutal form of censor¬ 
ship occurred in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, last week when two teenage 
vandals twice attacked New York 
artist Andres Serrano’s infamous 
Piss Christ at an exhibition of the 
artist’s work at the National 
Gallery of Victoria. 

“There were several hammer 
blows to the picture, and I would 
say it was extensively damaged,” a 
Melbourne Police Inspector told 
the Associated Press. Pur¬ 
suant to the attack, the 
museum closed 
down the show. 

Serrano was re¬ 
portedly more out¬ 
raged by the muse¬ 
um’s decision to shut 
down than he was by 
the attack on Piss 
Christ. The artist 
demanded that the 
National Gallery’s 
director, Timothy 
Potts, resign immediately. “The 
blow that was done to Piss Christ 
was nothing compared to the 
blow dealt to the arts and to free¬ 
dom of expression in Melbourne,” 
Serrano said. 

“In one fell swoop, the Nation¬ 
al Gallery has lost all credibility 
and empowered its enemies. They 
have betrayed their obligations to 
the public and to me.” 

Piss Christ has been a source of 
international controversy since its 
creation a decade ago, spawning 
debates in the United States over 
the role of public funding of the 
arts and riots in Europe and other 
places where the Roman Catholic 
Church has attempted to block its 
public exhibition. The image, 
which shows a crucifix immersed 
in urine, is, says Serrano, an effort 
to humanize Christ and reveal the 
suffering he underwent for hu¬ 
mankind.

waxing nostalgic for his formative 
years. Frankly, we just don’t get 
the hype about this flick. 

B.A.JR.’s Gary Morris noted in 
his review of the film last week 
that Boogie Nights shuttles am¬ 
bivalently between satire and 
melodrama, never really settling 
on an emotional point of view. 
We’d like to add that the director 
has learned to ape the epic sweep 
of Robert Altman, only Ander¬ 
son misses the all-important in¬ 
gredient (Altman’s been known to 
miss it, too): irony. Oh, yes, there’s 
lots of distracting stuff going on 
to conceal the film’s wavering tone 
— a 13-inch latex penis, preten¬ 
tious crane shots, a creative 
soundtrack, amusing hairstyles 
and fashions — but after a while 
even die-hard fans of the ’70s will 
crave content. 

Though there’s plenty wrong 
with Boogie Nights, the most an¬ 
noying thing about the film, in 


our humble opinion, is the direc¬ 
tor’s reliance on the pathetic ho¬ 
mosexual as a guarantor of cheap 
yucks. Now, we despise political 
correctness at Out There, but 
Philip Seymour Hoffman’s 
Scotty is such a woefully sinister 
depiction of a queer that ignoring 
it would constitute a dereliction of 
our gadfly duties. Though Mr. 
Anderson would no doubt arro¬ 
gantly defend himself by saying 
that all the characters in his film 
are baleful, we beg to differ. Al¬ 
most all have some dignifying 
scene in which their humanity is 
understood within the film’s mi¬ 
lieu, except Scotty, who seems to 
float in a state of Metapatheticus 
from which there is no escape. In 
his big scene in Boogie Nights he 
attempts to grab Eddie (Mark 
Wahlberg) and kiss him, an act 
for which he is so severely dressed 
down by Eddie that Scotty begins 
whimpering and berating himself 
over and over again while cower¬ 
ing in the dark, safe space of an 
enclosed automobile. The scene is 
one of several in the film that goes 
on for what seems an eternity, and 
for no apparent reason. 

To make matters worse, An¬ 
derson, just in case we’ve missed 
the point that Scotty is a mess, 
makes this queer Homunculus as 
unattractive as possible — over¬ 
weight, with long, greasy blond 
hair, bad skin, and a fashion sense 
to rival the now-deceased Billy 
Carter. Scotty stammers, swoons, 
and curtsies in Eddie’s presence, 
hell, he even bats his eyelashes and 
speaks with a grating Valley Girl¬ 
like accent. It’s all mildly amusing 
until you realize what a hopeless¬ 
ly retro gag this is, and at whose 
expense this putz of a director is 
paving his way to celebrity. T

Film noir

woman.” Stanwyck’s fetishized 
look — sunglasses, enameled 
skin, blond wig — make it clear 
why Walter is willing to fight, and 
eventually die, for her. 

Film noir, even more than gen¬ 
res like the western, is a product 
of its time and looks like it. 
There’s no mistaking the ’40s 
iconography of the suffering, con¬ 
fused male. In two of Robert 
Siodmak’s films shown here, Burt 
Lancaster plays a muscular hunk 
every bit as alluring as the women 
who do him in, and equally 
doomed. In The Killers (1946), 
based on a Hemingway short 
story, he’s Swede, an ex-boxer and 
failed criminal whose attempts to 
go straight are foiled when he’s 
found by some thieves he double- 
crossed. Noir’s obsession with 
male anxiety is on dazzling dis¬ 
play here, as Lancaster lies 
stretched out on a bed in a dark, 
dowdy hotel room, waiting 
masochistically for two hired 
killers to arrive to murder him. 
His scenes with Ava Gardner as 
Kitty Collins sizzle, but some 
members of the audience will ap¬ 
preciate the boxing sequences 
even more, as the camera loving¬ 
ly records every bead of sweat on 
Lancaster’s muscular flesh. 

In the same director’s Criss 
Cross (1949), it’s Yvonne De Carlo 
(Anna) who does him in. Again, 
Lancaster (Steve) is a naive ro¬ 
mantic who becomes a criminal 
out of bitterness over an impossi¬ 
ble romance. Yet it’s a tribute to 
the complexities of the genre that 
De Carlo is not simply a projec¬ 
tion of male fears. She has her 
own life and her own needs, and 
in the unforgiving noir universe, 
these must clash with those of the 
male. It’s possible to put a femi¬ 
nist spin on characters like Anna 
and Kitty Collins; after all, in a 
world that devalues them as mere 
decorations, why shouldn’t they 
move into the traditional male 
territory of murder and betrayal? 
In spite of Steve’s obsessive love 
for her, he can’t save her from spi¬ 
raling downward, or himself from 
grabbing on. A scene where she 
shows him her back, scarred by 
the brutal thug she’s taken up 
with, explains her situation with¬ 
out the need for words, and com¬ 
plicates audience response to a 
character who on paper might be 
easier to reject as a garden-variety 
femme fatale. Criss Cross was re¬ 
made to dubious effect by Steven 
Soderbergh as The Underneath 
(1989). 

Completing the mini-Siodmak 


festival within this festival is the 
legendary Phantom Lady (1944), 
with noir themes of lost identities 
and rampaging sexuality brought 
to fever pitch. In a justifiably fa¬ 
mous sequence in a jazz club, 
rhythmic intercutting between El¬ 
isha Cook Jr.’s frantic drumming 
and the languid, leering responses 
of sexy secretary Ella Raines 
shows how far the genre could go 
in conveying the sweaty particu¬ 
lars of a sexual encounter without 
showing actual fucking. 

Phantom Lady is based on a 
Cornell Woolrich novel; along 
with Hammett, Chandler, and 
W.R. Burnett, and others of the 
“hard-boiled” school of the ’30s 
and ’40s, he’s a name you’d expect 
to see in the credits of noir. Less 
familiar in this context are 
“classier” authors like Hemingway 
and Graham Greene. Greene 
wrote the original novels that be¬ 
came two of the films in this se¬ 
ries: Frank Tuttle’ This Gun for 
Hire (1942) and Lang’s classic of 
paranoia, Ministry of Fear ( 1943). 

This Gun for Hire was the film 
that turned Alan Ladd into a star, 
and while he’s less appreciated 
than other stoic types from the 
period, like Humphrey Bogart, he 
has a certain deadpan charm that 
shines through a terse characteri¬ 
zation. This film has touches of 
the kinkiness that also distin¬ 
guishes Phantom Lady , particular¬ 
ly in a scene where Veronica Lake 
sings a bizarre romantic ditty 
holding a fishing rod and dressed 
in what looks like a sheath of 
shiny black latex. This hint of a 
sleazy sexual demimonde suggests 
the common underpinnings of 
noir, transcending particular di¬ 


rectors or studios ( Phantom Lady 
was made at Universal, This Gun 
for Hire at Paramount). The prox¬ 
imity of the second World War to 
This Gun for Hire brings a dark 
quality to this story of a hit man 
named Raven, whose murderous 
adherence to a personal moral 
code brings him in conflict with 
war profiteers. Ministry of Fear 
also riffs on the war, with Ray Mil- 
land as an ordinary man caught 
up, like many a Hitchcock charac¬ 
ter, in a spy plot that involves 
seances, murders committed in 
total darkness, and tittering 
dowagers who double as secret 
agents. The film has some of the 
most memorable visuals in all of 
film noirs, particularly in one 
scene shot in a Godforsaken 
meadow outside London that 
lighting tricks and studio artifice 
transform into a stark, bombed- 
out landscape reminiscent of Uni¬ 
versal’s classic horror films. Mil- 
land’s reassuringly normal face 
was also put to good use in John 
Farrow’s tight little drama The Big 
Clock (1948). 

The lure of self- 
destruction 

Not all the films in this series 
are from the generally agreed-on 
classic period of the ’40s. Orson 
Welles’ Touch of Evil (1958) brings 
a baroque touch to the bordertown 
hijinks of a corrupt sheriff, a Mex¬ 
ican narc, and his terrorized wife. 
This film is too familiar to describe 
in detail, but a character like Mer¬ 
cedes McCambridge’s vicious 
leather-dyke can’t go unmen- 
tioned. Welles’ perversities find a 
perfect haven in the noir universe,

The French connection 


by Gary Morris 


A merican culture hounds owe a debt to the 
French that stretches back over a century. It’s 
debatable whether Poe or Melville would be 
as popular as they are today without the backing of 
our Gallic pals, who saw the brilliance of these now 
indisputable icons long before we did. The 1930s 
hard-boiled school of writing — Dashiell Ham¬ 
mett, Raymond Chandler, James M. Cain, Cornell 
Woolrich — likewise benefited; works deemed 
classics today might have been written off as mere¬ 
ly pleasurable pulp were it not for the enthusiasm 
and determination of the French. 

Starting in 1946, French cinemas were flooded 
with American product that wasn’t available dur¬ 
ing the war. Films like Double Indemnity This Gun 
for Hire, and The Killers (all will be shown in the 
Castro’s film noir series) were among the first of 
the dark, downbeat thrillers to cross the Atlantic to 
audiences already steeped in the pleasures of Amer¬ 
ican crime fiction, and thus perhaps eager to see 
the cinematic extension of the style. 


Film noir was recognized and named during 
the form’s heyday in the 1940s, when critic Nino 
Frank talked about “dark film” in a 1946 article on 
Double Indemnity and The Maltese Falcon. In 
1955, still long before American viewers and crit¬ 
ics had caught on, Borde and Chaumeton pub¬ 
lished Panorama du film Noir Americain, an en¬ 
tire book devoted to the phenomenon. The phrase 
itself was fittingly French, derived from a popu¬ 
lar group of crime novels known collectively as 
“Serie Noire,” some of them translated works by 
American writers. 

Borde and Chaumeton fulfilled the promise of 
commentators like Frank in isolating the artistic 
components of the style and cataloging its creators. 
By 1955, they could look back at what was clearly 
the golden age of noir, giving the outlines of the 
characters — femme fatale, unstable hero — and 
the mise-en-scene of pervasive darkness, corrup¬ 
tion, and chaos that dominate what were once 
merely mechanistic thrillers. It would take Ameri¬ 
can critics and audiences nearly two decades to 
start looking in depth at this quintessential Amer¬ 
ican creation. ▼

On the other hand, if the com¬ 
munity hasn’t provided us with 
selves that mature, we owe it end¬ 
less thanks for providing us with 
men and women to sleep with 
and to love.

In a movie review on one of 
the gay pages, the critic praised a 
film for portraying an intergener- 
ational couple — one man was 
20, the other 30.1 had to tell my 
friends about that one. We 
groaned together — and my 
boyfriend, Chris Komater, an 
artist who is nineteen years 
younger than I and a film buff, re¬ 
called that Humphrey Bogart ro¬ 
manced Lauren Bacall, Cary 
Grant romanced Sophia Loren, 
and Fred Astaire romanced Judy 
Garland, without the intergener- 
ational specter. What about 
Christopher Isherwood and Don 
Bachardy? What happened to 
change things? Has the generation 
gap snapped after all? 

According to the personals it 
has. At 50, I have fallen off the 
map of sexual viability. I can no 
longer be just a guy. If I want to 
join the party, I have to join it as a 
sexual type. Should I become a 
dizzy daddy? A leather top? Yet I 
have never been happier sexually, 
and my years past 40 have been 
romantically busy. My informal 
poll tells me this is true of many 
gay men and women (though 
other such polls may yield the op¬ 
posite results).

nize and become them in a way 
that is lively and meaningful? I’m 
50: am I in late summer? — early 
fall? I can’t grow old as my parents 
and grandparents did — that 
generation gap is still in place. So 
I have to invent a way to be old. 
My parents lived in a culture that 
was separate from the young, and 
I am not ready for that. Besides, 
there no longer is a culture sepa¬ 
rate from the young. The young 
and I listen to the same music 
more or less, buy our jeans from 
the same stores, watch the same 
films, and when I hear the radio 
of a convertible Chevy packed 
with today’s youth emitting T- 
Rex, I know their generation gap 
has not yet snapped, though the 
years may be piling up. 

In the ’60s and ’70s I used my 
generation gap as a self-defining 
border; the story of the times was 
the story of my peer group of fags, 
hippies, activists, and bohemians. 
I still have a peer group — is the 
story of the times ours? I doubt it, 
because we are not members of 
any group in the same way that 
young people are. Perhaps this is 
one difference between the young 
and the middle-aged. 

What difference? When I was 
young, I looked for recognition 
with great urgency: I needed to 
know who I was, and I needed to 
tell people about it. I remember 
the intensity (fueled by gallons of 
coffee) of delivering my whole self 
up in talk to my friends. Now it’s 
more complicated, and I would 
say my friendships with my peers 
are informed by the sweetness of 
knowing that most of our experi¬ 
ence can’t be put into words, that 
little is visible above the surface. 

There’s the pride, shame, and 
luck in growing old. When I look 
in the mirror, instead of fierce 
identification, I only partly recog¬ 
nize myself. My face is not ab¬ 
solutely committed to the present. 
I see remnants of my past, and the 
past can seem irrelevant. This is 
painful to write. I see the new 
thing, age, which is depriving me 
of physical beauty. To find beauty 
in an aging face, first we would 
have to find relevance in the past. 
Instead, our (American, gay) cul¬ 
ture is youth-oriented. Oddly, I 
helped make that culture. It is 
shameful to grow older. The cul¬ 
ture tells me that somehow I real¬ 
ly should be young forever, and 
aging is simply a tactical mistake 
that I have made. Sometimes I 
turn away from my own body 
with lack of forgiveness. 


ately, my middle-aged homo 
friends feel a general baffle- 
- ment about our age group, a 
sense of displacement in the gay 
community, and a lack of pres¬ 
ence in the gay media. One friend 
joked about going back in the 
closet where at least he could 
control his own invisibility. So I 
asked the B.A.R. to let me edit a 
series of monthly columns ad¬ 
dressing the subject of being gay 
and middle-aged. I have lots of 
questions, and I've brought this 
column into existence to supply 
some answers. I'm going to invite 
a variety of men and women to 


contribute. It's an exploration, 
nothing definitive. I don't know 
what will turn up, but I expect to 
learn something about myself. 

“The old are new to age as the 
young are new to youth,” San 
Francisco poet George Oppen 
once wrote. That is, getting older 
is always a new problem. Part of 
my own problem is that I have lit¬ 
tle in my past to tell me how to 
age. There’s less if I look to the 
mainstream, and still less in the 
gaystream. 

Are there seasons in every per¬ 
son’s life? If so, how can I recog-

Gay fetus flick flops

dicrous, director Ross 
Marks’ The Twilight of the 
Golds would have been better ti¬ 
tled Much Ado About a Gay Fetus. 

Jennifer Beals plays Suzanne 
Stein, a pregnant young woman 
who undergoes an amniocenteses 
test that reveals her unborn child 
is likely to be gay. This news 
throws Suzanne and her family 
into turmoil. Suzanne’s physician 
husband (Jon Tenney), who 
helped develop the test, hesitant¬ 
ly admits that he’d like her to 
have an abortion. Suzanne’s par¬ 
ents (Garry Marshall and Faye 
Dunaway), who have yet to fully 
accept their own gay son, David 
(Brendan Fraser), aren’t particu¬ 
larly enthusiastic about her hav¬ 
ing the baby either. Only David 
encourages Suzanne to have the 
child. He pleads with her in plat¬ 
itudinous speeches to respect ho¬ 
mosexuality’s place in the 
“human tapestry.”

The ethical questions sur¬ 
rounding prenatal testing and the 
debate over nature versus nurture 


are intriguing subjects for a film, 
but The Twilight of the Golds 
never really addresses them. 
Screenwriters Jonathan Tolins 
and Seth Bass just use these issues 
as a provocative backdrop for 
what is ultimately just another fa¬ 
miliar, TV movie-style story of a 
young woman’s struggle to break 
free from her family and learn to 
make her own decisions. 

Beals’ weak performance ex¬ 
plains why her career has gone 
nowhere in the almost 15 years 
since she created a look with 
ripped sweat shirts and leg warm¬ 
ers in Flashdance. Dunaway isn’t 
much better as chic, Jewish ma¬ 
tron Phyllis Gold, but at least she 
livens up the soggy drama with 
some vivid overacting and an ac¬ 
cent that is so laughable it calls to 
mind the Jewish mama played by 
Shelley Winters in Next Stop, 
Greenwhich Village. ▼

and, as in Kane, he’s not averse to 
subverting himself in an unsparing 
portrait of a corrupt sheriff who 
looks as desiccated and overripe as 
an Ivan Albright painting. Allen 
Baron’s Blast of Silence (1961) is an 
ultra-rare independent noir distin¬ 
guished by location shooting and 
a virtuoso opening sequence 


showing a train racing out of a 
tunnel toward Manhattan. J. Lee 
Thompson’s Cape Fear (1962), 
poorly remade by Scorsese in 1991, 
shows that the conventions of noir 
are so strong and seductive that 
even a pedestrian director can 
make a minor classic of the genre. 
Barrie Chase plays a world-weary 
slut who takes up with psycho¬ 
pathic Max Cady (Robert 
Mitchum) and barely lives to re¬ 
gret it. She summarizes the ethos 


of noir, the lure of self-destruction, 
when she tells him shortly before 
he brutalizes her, “What I like 
about you is, you’re rock bottom. I 
wouldn’t expect you to understand 
this, but it’s a great comfort for a 
girl to know she could not possibly 
sink any lower.” ▼

SFMOMA looks at video's early years

ong before Marilyn Manson 
and Janet Jackson began 
writhing and lip-synching 
all day long on MTV, and years 
prior to the idiotic show-and-tell 
of America’s Funniest Home 
Videos, artists across the country 
were picking up portapacks and 
inventing a new visual language 
on videotape. Surveying the First 
Decade: Video Art and Alternative 
Media in the United States is a fas¬ 
cinating series that offers an eye¬ 
opening retrospective look at the 


first dozen years of video art, from 
1968 through 1980. These videos, 
most of them experimental in na¬ 
ture and independently produced, 
pushed aesthetic boundaries and 
opened new channels for com¬ 
munication, education, and per¬ 
sonal expression. 

Comprehensively organized by 
Christine Hill and Kate Horsfield, 
the series presents 16 hours of 
groundbreaking work by artists 
who discovered that video could 
assert visual alternatives to main¬ 
stream images. Utilizing video 
recorders and an often socially 
conscious agenda, these visionar¬ 


ies reinvigorated art, technology, 
and society by subverting media 
authority and espousing a proto¬ 
punk, do-it-yourself methodology. 

For starters, these pioneer 
videomakers aimed to shake 
viewers out of their slack-jawed, 
television-inspired complacency. 
The works in “Explorations of 
Presence, Performance, and Audi¬ 
ence” (October 24 and 26 at 1 
p.m.) challenge passive viewing of 
real-time dramas. In Vertical Roll, 
Joan Jonas aggressively tampers 
with images until they refuse to 
stay still. William Wegman toys 
with another type of frustration

in Dog Biscuit in Glass Jar, in 
which his ever-cooperative 
Weimaraner attempts to grab his 
treat from a jar too narrow for his 
snout. It’s painful to witness but 
impossible not to watch. 

Equally compelling scenes are 
found in “Investigations of the 
Phenomenal World” (October 24 
and 26 at 3 p.m.), a program fea¬ 
turing process-oriented explo¬ 
rations of space, sound, and light. 
Bill Viola, Charlemagne Palestine, 
and Richard Serra turn the video 
camera on themselves and their 
surroundings while Bruce Nau- 
man tests the limits of his — and 
the audience’s — endurance with 
the repetitive clog-dancing of 
Stamping in the Studio. 

Epic storytelling and unpre¬ 
dictable performances character¬ 
ize “Approaching Narrative — 
‘There are Problems to be 
Solved’” (October 31 and Novem¬ 
ber 2 at 1 p.m.). Blindfolded rev¬ 
olutionaries, renegade library re¬ 
searchers, and counterculture 
couples star in this program of 
videos that ask more questions 
than their makers are willing to 
answer. Be on guard for Vito Ac- 
conci’s cries of “Cut it out! Cut it 
out!” in The Red Tapes Part II. 

Women call the shots in “Gen¬ 
dered Confrontations” (October 
31 and November 2 at 3 p.m.), in 
which feminist issues challenge 
the traditional male gaze. Cara De 
Vito’s Always Love Your Man and 
Ilene Segalove’s The Mom Tapes 
uncover truths behind complex 
relationships, while Nancy Angelo 
and Candace Compton dissect an 
intriguing dichotomy in Nun and 
Deviant. 

Tech heads will want to check 
out “Performance of Video Imag¬ 
ing Tools” (November 7 and 9 at 1 
p.m.), a collection of audio/visual 
artifacts. In the agitprop harangue 
General Motors, dissatisfied cus¬ 
tomer Phil Morton uses primitive 
equipment to lodge a complaint 
with the witless manager of a car 
dealership, and in Merce by Merce 
by Paik, Nam June Paik choreo¬ 
graphs a choreographer. 

Vietnam war protests, women’s 


liberation rallies, and gay pride 
marches are caught up close in the 
street-smart verite videos of “De¬ 
centralized Communications Pro¬ 
jects” (November 7 and 9 at 3 p.m.). 
Like urban outlaws armed with 
video cameras instead of guns, 
artists such as David Cort and Cur¬ 
tis Ratcliff developed a powerful, in- 
your-face video aesthetic. 

As public television and a few 
brave museums took notice of 
video art in the ’70s, its practition¬ 
ers responded with works that 
mocked the notion of consumer- 
driven artmaking, a strategy evi¬ 
dent in the heady “Gritiques of Art 
and Media as Commodity and 
Spectacle” (November 14 and 16 at 
1 p.m.). Not surprisingly, TV itself 
is the target of scorn in these works. 

But what are the alternatives? 
Documentary videomakers seek 
out new sites of transmission and 
reception in “Independents Ad¬ 
dress Television” (November 14 
and 16 at 3 p.m.) and discover that 
the underground is just around 
the corner from the mainstream. 

Indeed, one of the many impor¬ 
tant points this series makes is that 
vanguard video artists set out to 
overthrow the media establishment 
and succeeded in part by influenc¬ 
ing the look and outlook of main¬ 
stream culture. The best work in 
Surveying the First Decade reminds 
us that video once was — and still 
can be — a democratic medium 
available to more people than most 
other art forms. The problem is 
that, unlike the fearless videomak¬ 
ers in this series, the subsequent 
generation decided to glorify MTV 
rather than sabotage it. ▼

scaled at the artist’s height — six 
feet, and Gober himself created 
every part of the piece, down to 
each blade of sea grass and lug¬ 
gage hardware. The artist’s signa¬ 
ture images are all here — drains, 
hairy male legs — and they’re as 
obliquely symbolic as usual. Some 
may enjoy decoding the religious 
and psychological references 
(Catholic groups apparently are 
picketing the show), but there’s a 
stronger sense of beauty and en¬ 
chantment here that confidently 
transcends specific meanings. 

Highways and mails 

Opie’s photographs also man¬ 
age to transform familiar ele¬ 
ments into something personal 
and surprisingly beautiful. Her 
images lend a sense of dignity to 
the most prosaic elements of the 
LA landscape. The bulk of the 
show is comprised of 40 small, 
panoramic photos of empty free¬ 
ways taken in 1994 and 1995. 
They’re formally composed, ear¬ 
less shots that suggest ancient 
monoliths or graceful works of 
modernist sculpture. The con¬ 
crete trestles curve at graceful an¬ 
gles, and the dry desolate land¬ 
scapes are intersected with sur¬ 
prisingly pleasing lines. 

While these pictures may ini¬ 
tially seem to be the antithesis of 
Opie’s color-soaked portraits of 
the pierced, tattooed, cross- 
dressed, or blood-spurting mem¬ 
bers of the queer sexual under¬

I f there were a queer version of 
the Guerrilla Girls, the activist 
group that monitors female 
representation in the art world 
with revealing tally sheets, LA’s 
Museum of Contemporary Art 
would earn high marks, as it is 
currently featuring major concur¬ 
rent shows by Robert Gober and 
Catherine Opie, both high-profile 
gay and lesbian artists. It’s a heart¬ 
ening sign of the times that nei¬ 
ther show is marginalized by the 
artists’ sexual identities, which are 
matter-of-factly noted in MOCA’s 
exhibition essays. 

Though their work is marked¬ 
ly different in scale and intent, 
Gober and Opie are part of a cur¬ 
rent generation of artists who no 
longer subscribe to the expected 
notions of “gay art.” (A similar sit¬ 
uation is reflected in SFMOMA’s 
Present Tense, a group exhibition 
that includes three openly gay 
artists who address varied 
themes.) To say that these artists 
are the museum equivalent of 
Ellen is an exaggeration — the art 
world is a far more insular, isolat¬ 
ed place than network television 
— but their museum showcases 
suggest we’re in the midst of a cul-

tural moment where identity can 
be acknowledged and folded into 
art historical interpretation of an 
artist’s oeuvre. The artwork itself 
need not display explicit homo¬ 
erotic imagery to express a queer 
vision. 

Now that we have that out of 
the way, what about the shows? In 
scale alone, Gober’s installation is 
the more substantial project. Fill¬ 
ing the front portion of MOCA’s 
Geffen Contemporary site, the 
untitled piece, like Gober’s foresty 
permanent installation at SFMO- 
MA, is enigmatic and prominent¬ 
ly features running water. It’s lit¬ 
erally a splashy, multi-leveled 
work imbued with magic and a 
deep sense of mystery. Initially, it 


exudes minimalist formality. The 
piece essentially consists of a few 
carefully placed objects arranged 
on the main gallery floor: two 
open suitcases flank a life-size Vir¬ 
gin Mary statue with a hollow 
sewer pipe piercing her stomach. 
Set into a wall behind the figure, 
you can see water cascading down 
a wooden staircase. 

Beneath the Virgin Mary, and 
inside the valises, the viewer can 
peer through bronze grates to 
glimmering tide pools, convinc¬ 
ing, natural history-style diora¬ 
mas filled with rocks, plants, and 
sea urchins that Gober cast from 
actual objects he collected along 
the Maine coast. In the pool be¬ 
neath the statue, oversized pen¬ 
nies and nickels shimmer like 
treasured remnants of hopes and 
wishes. If you peer into the grates 
at an oblique angle, you can see a 
pair of hairy male legs. This fig¬ 
ure, it seems, is carrying an infant 


whose legs are dangling. 

In the show’s slightly 
overblown catalog (which 
painstakingly documents each 
process of the piece’s creation), 
the installation is described as a 
“domestic church.” Curator Paul 
Shimmel notes that “as an adoles¬ 
cent, Gober realized his homosex¬ 
uality was irreconcilable with tra¬ 
ditional church doctrine,” and the 
piece connects the inherent con¬ 
flicts with his poetically enigmat¬ 
ic objects and juxtapositions. 
Gober nods to the architectural 
conventions of churches, ac¬ 
knowledges centuries-old depic¬ 
tions of the Virgin (in which the 
Holy Trinity is seen in her stom¬ 
ach), and places an idyllic, heav¬ 
enly environment in the under¬ 
world position usually associated 
with hell. 

The piece is also highly per¬ 
sonal. Both the Virgin figure and 
the pipe that penetrates her are 
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All that jazz

only. Latina lesbians are already 
on red alert, and the rest of the 
community would do well to be. 

The daughter of Cuban “coun¬ 
try music” singers who defected to 
the U.S. in 1992, Albita has carved 
out a style that fuses her musical 
roots with the latest trends in 
Cuban jazz. Under fire from 
purists at both ends of that spec¬ 
trum, Albita has attracted an 
adoring following that includes 
Liza Minnelli, Bill and Hillary 
Clinton (at whose request the 
Cuban expatriate sang “La Guan- 
tanamera” at an inaugural ball), 
and Madonna, who famously 
rescheduled a birthday party at 
her Miami home so Albita could 
perform at it. The trenchant ad¬ 
vocacy of Emilio and Gloria Este- 
fan, now her record producers, 
has become the primary force be¬ 
hind her currently white-hot ca¬ 
reer. 

In a gender-bending tradition 
that goes back at least as far as Ma 
(“Ain’t Nobody’s Business If I 
Do”) Rainey, Albita, whose band 
includes at least as many women 
as men, performs in haute-couture 
male drag, though the suits are 
Versace and the slicked-back plat¬ 
inum hair is strictly designer. But 
it’s her enormous, fire-plug alto 
voice, passionate if ironic rendi¬ 
tions of romantic Caribbean 
songs, and proven ability (in the 
words of one New York Times crit¬ 
ic) to “rock the house” that are fu¬ 
eling her meteoric rise to star¬ 
dom. 

At the other end of the musi¬ 
cal spectrum is Jean-Yves 
Thibaudet, whose performance at 
Herbst Theatre November 1 is 
called “Debussy to Evans: The Im¬ 
pressionist Journey.” A familiar 
presence on the local classical 
music scene, the openly gay 
Thibaudet will explore the con¬ 
nections between the jazz piano 
artistry of the late Bill Evans and 


the French impressionism that 
was one of Evans’ strongest influ¬ 
ences. 

Thibaudet, who has recently 
recorded the Debussy preludes for 
London Records (and is an ac¬ 
knowledged master of the music 
of his homeland’s impressionists), 
startled both the classical and jazz 
worlds earlier this year with his 
London recording Conversations 
with Bill Evans. Even die-hard 
Evans fans, who recoiled at the 
idea of a “classical” pianist tam¬ 
pering with the master, have ap¬ 
plauded Thibaudet’s astonishing¬ 
ly idiomatic readings of the great 
Evans solos (in Jed Distler’s 
scrupulously faithful transcrip¬ 
tions). The concert is a must for 
fans of either pianist. (Thibaudet 
will also accompany singer Ange¬ 
lika Kirchschlager in her recital at 
UC Berkeley’s Hertz Hall on Sun¬ 
day, October 26. For tickets, call 1- 
510-642-9988.)

ues through November 2 in a va¬ 
riety of Bay Area venues, might 
not just address byt also redress 
the music-industry bromide that 
gay people don’t do jazz. With at 
least two performers on its roster 
with demonstrated queer appeal 
— Cuban-born, Miami-based 
singer Albita Rodriguez, and 
French-born, New York-based pi¬ 
anist Jean-Yves Thibaudet — the 
festival should be a draw for gays 
and lesbians. 

There’s yet to be a satisfactory 
explanation for the queer ear’s 
putative disinterest in jazz. While 
a select group of jazz singers, from 
Billie Holliday through Ella 


Fitzgerald and beyond, has always 
had adherents among gay listen¬ 
ers, instrumental jazz — a genre 
of uniquely American music so 
vital and enduring it has yet to ex¬ 
perience a period of artistic 
drought — has never exercised a 
comparable appeal. Alas, don’t ex¬ 
pect to hear Miles Davis’ Kind of 
Blue, one of the best-selling 
records in history, playing in 
many of our lavender environ¬ 
ments anytime soon. 

That said, this year’s Jazz Fes¬ 
tival offers a perfect opportunity 
to open ears and expand the audi¬ 
ence for jazz. At Bill Graham Civic 
Auditorium this Saturday, the fes¬ 
tival will present “Celia y Albita: A 
Cuban Dance Party,” featuring the 
seventysomething Celia Cruz, the 
reigning queen of salsa, and 34- 
year-old Albita Rodriguez, who 
performs under her first name

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Literary gusher

Gay Men at the Millennium: Sex, 
Spirit, Community, edited by 
Michael Lowenthal; Tarcher/Put- 
nam, $15.95 

Jv. ost literary anthologies 
today are designed to 
stimulate debate, and 
Michael Lowenthals Gay Men at 
the Millennium is no different. 
Lowenthal bills his book as 
theme-related and argues that gay 
culture is at a turning point. He 
makes an adequate case, but his 
argument is really just an excuse 
to showcase some exceptional 
mid-’90s non-fiction. Lowenthals 
anthology set off so many flash¬ 
bulbs in my head that I wanted to 
force it on friends and write fan 
letters to half the contributors. 

Lowenthal arranges his selec¬ 
tions in three topical clusters — 
Sex, Spirit, and Community — 
then sublinks these by thematic 
parallels. An article on the straight 
worlds aversion to talking about 
sex is coupled with a piece on the 
poverty of gay sexual discourse. 
Gay men think they’re sexually 
frank, but in “Why Gay Men Can’t 
Really Talk About Sex,” Michael 
Bronski argues that many men re¬ 
peat porn film cliches, which is a 
form of avoidance. 

As this pairing demonstrates, 
Lowenthal’s anthology is full of 
odd juxtapositions, a criss-cross 
of opposing views and lifestyles. 
Everybody from buttoned-down 
editors to wild boys in the streets 
get their say, so long as the writ¬ 


ing is lively. For example, Lowen¬ 
thal reprints “Flirting with Sui¬ 
cide,” Jesse Green’s article on the 
failures of safe-sex programs. 
Originally a cover story for the 
New York Times magazine, this 
meditation on gaydom and HIV 
status reflects the expertise and 
solemnity we might associate with 
this prestigious venue. 

Lowenthal almost immediate¬ 
ly follows the Green article with 
“Speaking with My Mouth Full,” 


a bad-boy turn on the same 
theme by porn star Scott O’Hara. 
The author practices a punchy 
hit-and-run journalism that is 
both lively and brilliant. O’Hara 
has some startling observations to 
make (“Bedrooms are not meant 
for sex; bedrooms are meant for 
sleeping”), and his views on the 
condom issue are provocative: 
“Sex is not safe. Sex cannot be safe. 
Trying to make it safe destroys the 
essence of it.” This outlook may 
seem a little impractical, but 
somebody has to say these things, 
and O’Hara does it well. 

Both in theme and quality, the 


section on spirit is probably the 
most sustained of the three parts. 
We’ve been material boys in the 
past, but the power of these essays 
proves it has an important place 
in the lives of many contempo¬ 
rary gay men. 

Frank Browning explores 
myths which brought the Puritans 
to this continent, and compares 
the coming-out process to the 
born-again testimonials of funda¬ 
mentalist Christians. Andrew Sul¬ 


livan presents the plight of gay 
Catholics. An orthodox rabbi, 
Yaakov Levado, calls for a Ha- 
lachic response to gay identity. Fi¬ 
nally, Harry Hay and Mark 
Thompson urge gay men to as¬ 
sume shamanic responsibilities. 

After so many glad tidings, 
some of Us might need a reality 
check, and Mark Matousek quotes 
a disenchanted sick man at a 
Louise Hay rally: “You’ve got a 
fucking platitude for every com¬ 
plaint in the book,” he shouts, “be¬ 
cause you’re afraid of hurt — not 
noble, not righteous, just stinking 
pain.” Returning to his seat he

sobs, “There’s no place for me 
now, ’cause I can’t think positive.” 

The section on community 
features topical essays on current 
events. Most of these seem less 
fiery than the earlier pieces, but 
two rocket off the page. Daniel 
Mendelsohn’s “Decline and Fall: 
How Gay Culture Lost Its Edge” 
addresses the dread problem of 
assimilation. Anyone who has 
ever stared disheartened at a Tz- 
abaco catalogue and wondered 
what went wrong will welcome 
his analysis. In “Going In,” John 
Wfeir declares that he’s no longer 
“out,” or even gay. He’s disen¬ 
chanted with the entire move¬ 
ment on the grounds that “Ho¬ 
mosexuality is being repackaged 
and resold to Americans as a tra¬ 
ditional family value.” He also 
charges that our revolution has 
been coopted to the ends of 
upper-class white men, a claim he 


argues with chilling ferocity. 

I cannot close this review with¬ 
out mentioning “Sex and the Not- 
So-Single Guy,” an article by 
Michelangelo Signorile on why 
gay men find monogamy a kind 
of death. Readers should also look 
up James Early Hardy’s guide to 
closet racism and Keith Boykin’s 
comparison of the African-Amer¬ 
ican and queer communities. 
Major figures like Tony Kushner, 
Fenton Johnson, Bernard Cooper, 
Andrew Holleran, Bruce Bawer, 
and Gabriel Rotello put in an ap¬ 
pearance. You name ’em, they’re 
probably here. 

For all his insight, Lowenthal 
overlooks our most obvious tri¬ 
umph. I remember a time when 
only homophobes mentioned gay 
men in print. Later, our most 
prominent authors — James Bald¬ 
win, Gore Vidal, Christopher Ish- 
erwood — wrote in mainstream 
publications, while gay-directed 
journalism tended to be amateur¬ 
ish and raw. Somehow in the past 
20 years writers have learned to 
address and represent our com¬ 
munity, and the results have been 
a literary gusher. The sheer exis¬ 
tence of a book as sophisticated 
and incisive as Gay Men at the Mil¬ 
lennium stands like a monument 
to how far we’ve come. ▼

n a community like ours 
. : where longevity and reliabili¬ 
ty are much-admired traits, it 
is only natural that people who 
consistently “deliver” are valued, 
admired and respected. The AIDS 
epidemic has decimated our 
ranks. Scores of talented, dedicat¬ 
ed and altruistic people have been 
lost. But before they departed, 
they left legacies and reputations 
that will never fade. 

As far as I’m concerned, the 
debate and rhetoric about the ri¬ 
valries between “old guard” and 
“new guard” are a waste of time. 
There is no rivalry, only newer 
ways of doing old things. In the 
end, the leather community con¬ 
tinues to be in the vanguard of in¬ 
novation, caring and sharing, liv¬ 
ing by the credo they have adopt¬ 
ed: “Safe, sane and consensual is 
the only way.” 

Last week, the Silver Jubilee 
Edition of Larry Townsend’s The 
Leatherman’s Handbook was re¬ 
leased. Adding to this august tome 
are the introductions at the be¬ 
ginning by no less than Jack 
Fritscher, Victor Terry and the late 
John Preston. It can’t get any bet¬ 
ter than that! 

Described by Mr. Preston as 
“The book that started thou¬ 
sands of bikes roaring to the 
leather bars,” this guide defi¬ 
nitely has proven longevity 
and reliability after 25 
years. In the many 
leather contests for men 
I’ve judged, when the 
question is asked, “What 
books relating to leather 
have you read?” the 
answer three out of 
five times is Larry 
Townsend’s The 
Leathermans Handbook. Only a 
serious leather person reads this 
book and gleans a wealth of in¬ 
formation about his/her chosen 
lifestyle. (Yes, my brothers and sis¬ 
ters, women have read this book 
as well!) 

I will not go into detail about 
the book; I suspect many neo¬ 
phytes will get the same thrill I got 
when I first read it in 1973. It is a 
treasure that should be on every¬ 
one’s “must-read” list. This 25th 
anniversary edition is available at 
any decent alternative bookstore 
in paperback for only $12.95.

H erbert and Nannette Rothschild 
were not part of the fabulously 
wealthy French banking family 
of the same name, but they did have a 
sizable bank account of their own. The 
family furniture business yielded 
enough disposable income for them to 
collect modern art. Now through the 
end of the year, highlights from their 
collection are on view at SFMOMA in 
an exhibition, Encounters with Modem 
Art, that is. worth a visit to Third 
Street. 

What makes the Rothschild Family 
Collections outstanding isn’t any co¬ 
hesiveness of theme or movement, for 
their acquisitions spanned the land¬ 
scape of modern art. Instead, this 
showing of their prized paintings, 
prints and sculptures is testament to 
the Rothschilds’ personal vision in col¬ 
lecting art. It shows they had an ad¬ 
vanced eye as connoisseurs, snapping 
up early Cubist works by Picasso, 
Braque and Gris; wonderful examples 
of Russian Constructivist books and 
graphic arts; and a strong suit in Ital¬ 
ian Futurists. Among the art stars on 
display are Jean Arp, Fernand L6ger, 
Jacques Lipchitz, Henri Matisse, and 
Diego Rivera. There are seminal works 
by both Delaunays, Robert and Sonia. 
And some personal favorites but less¬ 
er-known names shine, such as the 
Russian avant-garde artist Natalya 
Gontcharova. 

But the show really belongs to the 
key abstract painter Piet Mondrian 
and sculptor Constantin Brancusi. In 
a gallery whose skylights are open to 
let in natural light, the polished bronze 
of Brancusi’s The Muse positively 
gleams. A series of Mondrian’s in¬ 
creasingly abstract landscapes gives 
way to a daring conceptual leap; his di¬ 
amond-shaped Tableau No. IV shows 
the breathtaking possibilities inherent 
in pure line, shape and color. One 
white rectangle in particular, boxed in 
Mondrian’s distinctive thick black 
lines, practically leaps from the canvas 
in the brilliant light. Right now, it’s the 
star attraction of the modern art mu-

Freni/Domingo try 
‘Fedora’ on for size

; hose who feel that opera 
should be a wholesome, ac- 
II cessible entertainment for 
the TV generation had better stick 
to Third Rock from the Sun and 
Law and Order next Wednesday 
when PBS’s “The Metropolitan 
Opera Presents” shows Giordano’s 
Fedora. This production is likely to 
scare timid souls out of their wits. 

Starring Mirella Freni and 
Placido Domingo, this creaky star 
vehicle, based on a play by Victo- 
rien Sardou, is the kind of opera 
that gives the art form a bad 
name. Giordano’s score is as lush 
as his Andrea Chenier, but with 
fewer good tunes and odder genre 
touches. Chopinesque piano 
solos, Swiss mountain ditties, and 
hotly throbbing love music create 
a distracting eclecticism. The 
work has only one great aria, the 
tenor’s “Amor, ti vieta,” which 
Giordano recycles incessantly. 


As for the performances, 
Domingo sounds predictably ter¬ 
rific, as he did at the SF Opera Gala 
on September 5. He also looks 
good, having apparently shed 
some weight before the taping. 

Anyone who sat through the 
San Francisco Opera’s opening 
weeks wondering where the magic 
went, will welcome Freni’s star 
wattage in the role of the Russian 
princess, Fedora. Despite some 
unflattering close-ups, the singer 
retains the illusion of youthful 
beauty. She is probably no more 
suited to singing Fedora than 
Carol Vaness is to Tosca, yet Freni 
pulls it off and Vaness couldn’t. 

As good as Domingo and Freni 
are, they’re nothing to what 
breaks loose at the Met during the 
actual performance, taped last 
April. Metropolitan Opera 
queens, reacting to gossip that Fe¬ 
dora might be Freni’s last engage¬ 
ment in New York (don’t bet on 
it), turned out in droves bringing 
silver and gold confetti, rose

petals, and torn-up programs to 
rain on the stage during curtain 
calls. Pro-Freni banners are un¬ 
folded in the upper reaches of the 
house, and Mayor Giuliani, blush¬ 
ing like a schoolboy, gives Freni 
the key to the city. ▼

ground, they do share some visu¬ 
al territory. In both bodies of 
work, Opie is simply document¬ 
ing her world — her friends and 
the LA environment in which she 
lives. She captures the freeways 
with the same kind of formal dig¬ 
nity as her portraits, which were 
taken around the same time. 

The artist’s most recent work is 
represented by larger panoramic 
pictures of strip malls. The images 
of this lowly architecture were 
shot at dawn and are eerily serene 
in their emptiness. Opie says the 
pictures are about the iconogra¬ 
phy of communities in LA. 
“Whatever neighborhood you’re 
in, be it Korean, Salvadoran, or 
whatever, you can tell what’s going 
on by what’s in the mini-mall,” 
she said in a recent interview. 
While the building styles are 
mundane and prefabricated, they 
exist in a strikingly multicultural 
setting. The signage, like a well- 
placed tattoo, essentially cus¬ 
tomizes for specific identities. In 
one Korea Town corner lot, the 
only English words are “Sale,” and 
“Unix.” Another mini-mall, more 
upscale, boasts an East West Bank 
with a pagoda-style roof. Next 


door is a restaurant serving Mex¬ 
ican and American food. And, of 
course, there are the ubiquitous 
nail salons. 

The freeway and mini-mall 
pictures are almost glacially for¬ 
mal and combine elements of so¬ 
cial documentary photography 
with the dry typology pictures of 
Bernd and Hilla Becher. Oddly, 
these are perhaps Opie’s most 
broadly community-oriented im¬ 
ages. While her portraits capture a 
fierce sense of individualism, these 
architectural images depict highly 
public subjects we can all under¬ 
stand. Opie may be creating im¬ 
ages of her own world, but she’s 
compassionately aware that other 
people live there, too. ▼
